While the new National Militia Act doubtless con- 
tains provisions which require amendment along lines 
to be indicated by experience, certain leading Southern 
newspapers are opposing the measure as a whole ou 
grounds which to us appear to be trivial and untenable. 
The New Orleans Picayune, the Charleston News and 
Courier, and the Baltimore Sun, for instance, all con- 
demn the new law because under its operation there is 
no way of keeping the races separate. Great stress is 
placed upon the fact that in the recent maneuvers at 
Fort Riley, Kan., some of the National Guard regiments 
from the South were placed in contact with regiments 
of colored troops of the Regular Army. ‘That circum- 
stance, which, of course, was merely an incident in the 
conduct of the maneuvers, is regarded as a grave affront 
by the radical Southern newspapers, and they are al- 
ready demanding such changes in the law as will pre- 
vent sugh things from happening again. All three of 
the journals named declare that something must be done, 
but none of them offers a suggestion that would solve 
the difficulty. Besides the race question, the Charles- 
ton News and Courier opposes the new law on the 
ground that it would enable the President to impose up- 
ou the militia of one State by using it to suppress vio- 
lente in another State, thus practically centralizing the 
control of the military power in the hands of the Federal 
Government. . On this point our Charleston contem- 
porary says: “This is the time for the representatives 
of the South in Congress at Washington to secure such 
amendment of the militia law as will save the South- 
ern soldiers from embarrassment on account of race con- 
ditions, and from abuse by the high military authorities 
at Washington in being employed for the suppression of 
local disturbances in distant communities. The camp 
equipage, and the uniforms, and the allowance for ra- 
tions during encampment times, and the mileage per- 
mitted to the railroads will not compensate for the com- 
plete surrender of the militia organizations of the States 
to the authorities at Washington.” This sort of criti- 
cism affords another example of the common misunder- 
standing of the military authority of the President. The 
new militia act does not enlarge the President’s power 
over the militia. It conld not do so except by changing 
the Constitution. All that the law does is to define 
the authority the President now has and to provide for its 
prompt and effective exercise by establishing uniformity 
of organization, equipment and instruction in the mili- 
tury bodies of the several States. He has neither more 
nor less power to send the troops of one State into an- 
other State than he had before the present law was 
enacted, and it is decidedly discouraging to find intelh- 
gent Southern journals contending to the contrary. As 
for the protest that the new law might compel white 
soldiers to stand shoulder to shoulder with colored sol- 
diers against the enemy in time of war, it is neither 
manly nor patriotic. To draw the color line in organiz- 
ing for national defense would be a mighty risky un- 
dertaking.

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Assuming the correctness of press despatches to the 
effect that an agreement has been established whereby 
the United States will acquire title to what are known 
as the “Friars’ lands” in the Philippines, it is certain 
that the most vexatious obstacle to the material develop- 
ment of the islands has been removed. The lands in- 
volved amount to more than 400,000 acres, most of which 
is fertile and productive. This property has been held for 
ages by various religious orders by which it has been 
rented at exorbitant rates to the Filipino tenants, who 
have bitterly resented the control of their farm indus- 
tries by clerical influence. The Friar land-owners, in 
addition to levying extortionate rentals, have persistent!y 





refused to make any improvements on the property, and 
have followed a policy of oppression which when crops 
failed amounted to little less than the confiscation of 
the chattels of their unfortunate tenants. The discon- 
tent arising from these oppressions is so great that 
since the Filipino insurrection the tenants have, in most 
cases, refused to pay their rents, and the result has been 
to make the land issue a question of grave importance 
to the Friars and the United States Government. On 
the representation of many officers of the Army that 
the continued control of large areas of land by the 
Friars would be a constant menace to peace and order 
in the islands, the United States more than a year ago 
entered into negotiations with the Vatican for the pur- 
chase of the lands with a view to conveying the property in 
small parcels at low prices on credit to native tenants. 
The Friars at the outset demanded the ridiculous suin 
of $15,000,000 for their estates. Governor Taft offered 
$6,000,000, which was indignantly declined. Negotiations 
have since continued and it is now announced that an 
agreement has becn reached whereby the Friars are to 
transfer the lands for $7,500,000, which is an average 
of about $18 an acre. The price is high, and would 
hardly be justifiable under normal conditions, but in so 
far as it shall serve to remove friction between civil 
and ecclesiastical institutions it will probably be a 
thoroughly wise investment. 

Advices from Rome state that the Vatican regards 
the sale of the Friars’ lands in the Philippines on the 
terms noted above as practically foreshadowing the 
withdrawal of the Friars from the islands. Four re- 
ligious orders are represented in the archipelago, name- 
ly the Francisans, the Recollets, the Agustinians and 
the Dominicans. Despatches from Rome say that the 
Franciscans will abandon the islands altogther, that a 
few of the Recollets will remain, that the Dominicans 
will devote themselves entirely to the interests of their 
university and that the Augustinians will reoccupy their 
buildings at L[loilo, now used as barracks by United 
States troops, and confine themselves entirely to building 
up a great school which they propose to establish there. 
There are upwards of two thousand Friars now in the 
islands, but it is believed that the withdrawals due to 
the settlement of the land question will reduce the 
number to one hundred and fifty or two hundred. 
These priests are, as a rule, men of blameless character 
and high attainments whose lives have been spent in 
unselfish labor for the mental and physical betterment 
of the natives. In the course of an address on “Catho- 
licity in the Orient,” delivered in Carnegie Hall, New 
York, on the evening of December 20, the Rev. John 
P. Chidwick, formerly a chaplain of the Navy who was 
attached to the U.S.S .Maine when she was destroyed 
in Havana Harbor, described the Friars who have been 
expelled from the islands as “the very flower of the 








Catholic Church,” who should be returned to their 
parishes in the archipelago. Father Chidwick con- 
tinued: “It is enough to make our bile rise to read all 


these recent misrepresentations of lying bigots regard- 
ing those saintly, self-sacrificing men. I hope that those 
liberal-minded men who know how, right here in our 
own country, we are calumniated and abused, ‘will be 
careful how they accept the calumnies which are put on 
foot against the Friars in the Philippines. One of the 
basest calumnies circulated against the Friars is that 
they did not educate. In 1886 there were 2,700 pa- 
rochial schools supported by the Friars. They had 
colleges for men and women all over the country. In 
Manila they had two universities, one of which has 
turned out more graduates than Harvard. To-day three- 
fourths of the population can read and write, and I 
don’t think that if the whole people under the Stars 
and Stripes were included, this country could make a 
better showing than this.”

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It has remained for a gallant and experienced officer 
of the United States Navy—Rear Admiral French E. 
Chadwick—to protest against a wanton imposition up- 
on the great American oyster to which that humble 
denizen of the sea, together with his hosts of American 
admirers, have long submitted in silence. In a com- 
munication to the New York Sun Admiral Chadwick 
points out that in order to give oysters a more attractive 
appearance the average oysterman is in the habit of, 
placing them in water that is fresh or nearly so, as the 
result of which the oysters acquire an unnatural pallor 
and are soon puffed out of all semblance to the true 
oyster nature. Commenting on this vandal process Ad- 
miral Chadwick says: “The result is total destruction 
ot flavor and the forcing on the public of an unhealthy 
which must be unwholesome. Such treatment 
of our finest and most delicate foods is a bar- 
barism found in no other country. It is impossible to 
believe that the public demands this pallid and tasteless 
product rather than the natural oyster of dark color and 
salty flavor, and steps should be taken by some of our 
more prominent dealers and more important restaurants 
to stop the iniquity.” We heartily concur in all the 
Admiral says on this subject. The oyster is a passive 
and unpretentions creature, but he possesses native 
virtues which our bumptious arts cannot improve. He 
is not handsome and cannot be made so by any sort of 
trickery. His passport to human favor lies neither in 
his shape nor in his color, yet he is endowed with quali- 
ties which none can gainsay. His normal color is a 
composite of the soft grays and greens of the restful 
depths of the sea, and to bleach him to a pale, dyspeptic 
pallor, at the same time bloating his delicate organism 
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to outlandish proportions in the mistaken notion that 
he is thereby rendered more attractive to discriminating 
humans, is a profanation against which one’s soul and 
stomach both revolt.

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As illustrating the resources of the American people, 
and as proof of their generous regard for their de- 
fenders in war, the annual report of the Commissioner 
of Pensions is a document of surpassing interest. The 
current report is important also in that it shows that 
the pension burden of the nation has probably reached 
the maximum and is about to enter upon a declining 
stage. The pensioners on the roll at the close of the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1903, numbered 996,545. The gains 
to the rolls during the year were 40,086 new pensions 
and 4,407 renewals and restorations, of which 231 were 
authorized by special acts of Congress. The losses to 
the rolls during the year numbered 47,388, of which 
40,907 were by death and 6,481 from other causes, a 
net loss for the year of 2,901. The rolls at the close 
of the year contained the names of 728,732 soldiers, 
267,189 widows and dependents, and 624 Army nurses, 
The Commissioner estimates that the death rate among 
the pensioners for the present fiscal year will be about 
45,000, and the losses to the pension roll from other 
causes will be about 6,000. On July 81, 1902, with 
1,001,494 pensioners on the rolis, the disbursements were 
$137,759,653.71. From July 1, 1790, to June 30, 1860, 
the total was $96,445,444.23. Since then the disbursements 
have brought up the total since the foundation of 
the Government to $3,134,271,524.87, viz.: In the 
War of the Revolution, $70,000,000; War of 1812, $45,- 
186,197.22; Indian Wars, $6,234,414.55; Mexican War, 
$5,479,268.31; War with Spain, $5,479,268.31; War of 
the Rebellion, $2,878,240,400.17. At its maximum in 
1893 the cost of pensions per capita of population was 
2.44; in 1903 only $1.75 per capita. The Commissioner 
expresses the opinion that in ten years the pension 
system will cease to be noticed as a burden to the people 
of the United,States. The pension bill for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1905, as passed by the House of 
Representatives in December. carries an appropriation 
of $138,150,100. 
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Brig. Gen. George L. Gillespie, Chief of Mngineers, 
U.S.A., has transmitted to the War Department and 
the Department has placed before Congress a series of 
reports from Engineer officers of the Army which clearly 
indicate the line which future projects of river and har- 
bor improvement should follow. In brief, General Gil- 
lespie recommends that Congress discontinue the appro- 
priation of money for such improvements at all points 
where the volume of commerce, present or prospective, 
is not large enough to justify the expenditure. It is 
recommended that no further appropriation be made 
for deepening the channel, from Biloxi, Miss., to Ship 
Island Harbor, Capt. Spencer Cosby, engineer in charge, 
reporting that the locality is not sufficiently important 
to warrant any additional expenditure. Lieut. Col. 
Henry M. Adams reports against any further appro- 
priation for improvements on the Bayou Gross Tete, and 
the Bayou Tigre, La., and Capt. Charles L. Potter ad- 
vises against further improvements on the Yalabousha 
River, Miss. The views of these officers on projects 
of river and harbor improvement are determined solely 
with regard to public interests and are in no way af- 
fected by considerations of political or sectional in- 
fluence. For that reason they indicate impartially and 
on the highest professional judgment the works that 
really warrant the disbursement of public money. The 
more closely we approach a system under which all ap- 
propriations for river und harbor improvement shall be 
determined absolutely by the expert opinion of officers 
of the Engineer Corps of the Army the better for ail 
legitimate interests,

With the ratification by the Senate of the treaty es- 
tablishing a reciprocity arrangement between the United 
States and Cuba, and the acceptance by Cuba of certain 
suggestions concerning American interests in the Isle of 
Pines, the friendly relations between the two countries 
have been placed on a secure and definite foundation. 
The approval of the reciprocity agreement was simply 
the fulfillment of a solemn obligation to which the United 
States was definitely pledged, and it affords a measure of 
commercial and industrial relief to Cuba of which she 
is deeply in need. As for the large number of Americans 
who have settled on the Island of Pines in the be- 
lief that that island would become an American territory, 
the United States Government has asked for and the 
Cuban Government has granted concessions which it is 
thought will insure ample protection for their interests.

It appears from statistics published by the London 
Times that the aggregate naval disbursements of the 
eight leading nations of the world for the fiscal year 
1908 were about $51,000,000 less than those of the year 
preceding. According to the figures submitted by the 
Times, the naval expenditures of the eight foremost 
powers were as follows: Great Britain, $180,617,000; 
United States, $81,777,200; France, $62,258,350; Ger- 
many, $55,708,800; Russia, $55,339,400; Italy, $23,250,- 
200; Japan, $16,186,400; Austria, $9,108,000. The ag 
gregate outlay of the eight powers named amounts to up- 
wards of $485,000,000. The whole item may be listed 
in the accounts of the world as the cost of insurance for 
international peace and for the promotion of commerce. 
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Capt. T. Bentley Mott, Art. Corps, U.S.A., Military 
Attaché to the United States Embassy in Paris, pub- 
lishes an article in the Journal of the United States Ar- 
tillery descriptive of the annual carrousel or equestrian 
fete of the student officers of artillery and engineers at 
the French military school at Fontainebleau, in whicd 
he speaks in glowing terms of the horses and horseman- 
ship there displayed. The tournaments at Fontainebleau 
are so arranged as to call into play the highest skill of 
the officers engaged, and Captain Mott declares that the 
exercises are remarkable exhibitions of ease, intelli- 
gence and control. He adds that the horses employed 
in these movements are beautifully matched, wonder- 
fully trained and capable of performing evolutions of ex- 
traordinary difficulty, As the result of his observa- 
tions in France, together with his study of conditions 
here in the United States, Captain Mott concludes that 
West Point does not graduate accomplished horsemen 
in the sense of the word applicable to an officer, in- 
structor of his platoon, and he adds that his views in this 
respect are upheld by many cavalry officers whom he has 
consulted. He urges the adoption of measures to en- 
courage a liking for horses and riding among the mem- 
bers of the artillery. “The fact that so much of an ar- 
tillery officer’s life is spent in coast battery service, 
where mounted work is not demanded,” Captain Mott 
thinks really “makes it all the more important that 
in his youth he should have gone through a thorough 
course in equitation.” This needed instruction can be 
given with the greatest profit at Fort Monroe. He says: 
“Jt is more than probable that when the Field Artillery 
school is established on a firm basis at Fort Riley, and 
especially when the Cavalry school there is developed 
into what it should be—a school of equitation as well 
as of Cavalry methods—the commandant of the Field 
Artillery school will inevitably create a class of higher 
instruction in horsemanship for the benefit of the thirty 
or more officers in his school. If especially good horses 
are given to Fort Riley for instruction purposes, such 
a class is bound to be developed if the officers have to do 
it voluntarily, and this class, both in the Cavalry and 
the Artillery schools of Riley, will be in time the foun- 
tain of inspiration for the mounted service of our whole 
Army, just as Saumur is for the French army. Officers 
who have distinguished themselves as horsemen at the 
Field Artillery school would naturally be selected as 
riding instructors at Fort Monroe, and thus unity of 
method would be assured to the whole mounted service.”

It is a curious circumstance that while the United 
States has definitely solved the problem of providing 
troops for duty beyond our continental limits by giving 
increased pay to those engaged in such service, England 
is still seeking a way to deal with the same question. 
Our method of granting an increase of pay to troops 
employed in our insular territory has proved entirely 
satisfactory, the best proof being the large number of 
re-enlistments of time-expired men in the Philippines. 
The English military authorities, however, are convinced 
that something must be done to insure a sufficient avail- 
able force, especially with regard to the volunteers, for 
duty beyond the confines of the United Kingdom. It 
is therefore proposed to organize a “Volunteer Foreign 
Legion,” the members of which shall be pledged on en- 
listment to serve outside the boundaries of the United 
Kingdom whenever required. This scheme was first 
suggested at the outbreak of the South African war, 
but received little attention. The costly mistakes of 
that contiict have so forcibly reminded England of the 
defects in her military system that the project of a 
league for foreign service has been revived with so much 
intelligent professional support that it seems likely to 
receive favorable consideration. With reference to the 
plan, a critical writer in the Military Mail of London, 
says: “My experience goes to teach me that in nearly 
every volunteer corps throughout the country there are 
a percentage of men who would be only too happy to 
have the chance of going abroad and seeing a little 
fighting if the occasion offered itself. Of course, they 
would have to receive some smal] annual grant for add- 
ing their names to the ‘Foreign Legion,’ if I may so 
term it, and possibly a higher standard of efficiency 
would have to be insisted upon than is required from 
ordinary volunteers. I think the establishment of such 
a force, if only on a small scale at first, would have a 
very beneficial effect.”

It is a curious circumstance that, while joint ma- 
neuvers of the Army and Navy have become a per- 
manent feature of our yearly military program, the 
idea of conducting such evolutions in England is only 
just beginning to engage the attention of the British 
Government. The problem of coast defense in England 
has become more urgent with the discussion of the 
possibility of an invasion of the island from continental 
Europe, and it is held by many eminent officers of her 
Navy and Army that this problem should be worked 
out through joint maneuvers involving the concerted 
action of the two forces. That such maneuvers on a 
large scale have never been undertaken in England is 
attributed partly to what is now regarded as a false 
sense of security on the part of the Government, partly 
to the difficulty of obtaining harmonious co-operation 
between the two services and in some degree to a be- 
lief that to employ the large naval force required for 

- such purposes might involve an embarrassing and costly 
disarrangement of the regular squadrons of the navy. 








Of this contention an expert in a letter to the Service 


Journal, published in London, says: “It should not be 
difficult, however, to map out a scheme which would 
ensure plenty of useful work for both land and sea 
forces while still maintaining some sort of co-operation. 
Again, it might be said that it would be next to impos- 
sible to devise any satisfactory plan of operations which 
would ensure a maximum amount of useful work for 
each branch. Anyway, I think the advantages would 
far outweigh the drawbacks, and I hope it will be pos- 
sible to do something in this direction next year. On 
au, large scale we have never had any combined ma- 
neuvers, and I venture to think that these would teach 
us more as regards the weak spots in our armor of coast 
protection than all the text books in the world.” 





It has been observed during the past ten years that 
the effect of an armor piercing projectile on a plate 
lessens after it passes a certain velocity so that a 
projectile which will pierce the plate at the lower velocity 
will be broken up at the higher velocity. The Engineer 
argues that for a given plate and projectile there is a 
striking velocity at which the molecular vibration set 
up in the latter will be at a maximum consistent with its 
holding together. At this velocity it will produce a 
maximum effect on the plate. Immediately this velocity 
is passed the projectile will break up, and little or no 
work will be done on the plate. There will obviously 
be a series of such critical velocities varying with the 
nature and thickness of plate attacked. From this it is 
inferred that the cap, apart from the cushioning and the 
mere mechanical support afforded the point, prevents that 
complete and instantaneous smash up of the projectile 
which would occur when the striking velocity was high 
enough. The moral would appear to be this: Cap all 
armor-piercing projectiles that are strongly enough de- 
signed to benefit by the cap; and in order to secure this 
it would seem desirable to sacrifice where necessary a 
per cent. or two of bursting charge capacity. At veloci- 
ties considerably below 1,800 foot-seconds it is true that 
an uncapped shot may produce more effect than a capped 
one, but against armor of anything approaching the 
caliber of the gun in thickness the effect produced would 
in either case be negligible. 

Capt. Willard H. Brownson, Commandant of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, has been in Washington this 
week in conference with the officials of the Navy De- 
partment regarding affairs at the Academy. Among 
other subjects discussed was the bill introduced in the 
Senate for the restoring to the Academy of J. H. Lof- 
land of Iowa, Joseph D. Little of Ohio, and E. W. Chaf- 
fee of Wisconsin, formerly midshipmen, who were dis- 
missed for hazing. The firm stand which Captain 
Brownson has taken on this question has commanded the 
respect and the approval of the Navy Department. The 
Commandant has informed the Department that he is 
heartily opposed to the reinstatement of the dismissed 
midshipmen and he gives very adequate reasons for his 
opposition. Secretary Moody wih inform the Senate 
regardless of the pressure which Senator Hanna or any 
one else may bring to bear, that the Department is ab- 
slutely opposed to the passage of the bill. In the face 
of this opposition it is not believed any Senator would 
be able to secure the passage of such a bill. The rein- 
statement of the dismissed midshipmen would deal a 
serious blow to the discipline at the Academy and en- 
courage the practice of hazing, for which the men were 
expelled.

The London Army and Navy Gazette says: A brochure 
kas just been brought out by Messrs. Clowes which may 
be warmly commended to all military readers. It is 
called “The Secret of Success in the Field,” and is a 
précis of Julius Caesar’s despatches, admirably pre- 
pared by Lieut. Col. H. E. Hicks, 3d Somerset Light 
Infantry. He shows very forcibly how exact a parallel 
still exists between old-time fighting and that of to-day, 
and proves by passages drawn from the commentaries 
of the famous Roman soldier, one of the greatest mas- 
ters in the art of war, that it is governed by eternal prin- 
ciples, which alone secure success. To leave nothing to 
chance, to penetrate the enemy’s intentions, to strike 
promptly, and yet to hold the last reserve in hand are 
axioms in the science; the supreme value of good scout- 
ing, of seizing the initiative, of using cavalry judiciously, 
and, above all, of developing the intelligence of the in- 
dividual, are pregnant lessons to be deduced from the 
study of Caesar’s despatches, and Colonel Hicks has 
done well in bringing them succinctly before us.”

Governor Taft of the Philippines relinquished his 
office on December 23 and sailed the same day on the 
transport Ingalls for Hong Kong en route to the United 
States. His departure from Manila was made the oc- 
casion of a great demonstration of the regard in which 
he is held in the islands. The day was celebrated as « 
holiday, there were imposing parades on land and water 
in which the Army and Navy were represented, and the 
Governor received official calls from representatives of 
various commercial and political clubs and other or- 
ganizations. The Chinese Consul General and a dele- 
gation of Chinese merchants presented the Governor 
with a gorgeous fabric called “The Umbrella of Ten 
Thousand Men.” Governor Taft will go from Hong 
Kong to Tokio at the request of the Emperor of Japan, 
with whom he will have an interview on January 4. 
The Emperor is deeply interested in the Philippines and 





is desirous of hearing from the Governor some account 
of their condition. Governor Taft expects to reach San 
Francisco about January 22.

Charges involving the moral character of Senor Benity 
Legardo, a native member of the Philippine Civil Com. 
mission, have been cabled to the War Department tp. 
gether with a demand for his dismissal, and the Secry. 
tary of War has transmitted a copy of the charges to 
the Governor of the Philippines with a request for ad- 
ditional information. Speaking of the case, the Secre. 
tary of War expresses the belief that the charges haye 
been cabled to the United States for the purpose of 
injuring Senor Legardo’s reputation. Legardo is one of 
the most prominent men in the Philippines, and Wa; 
Department officials say that on several occasions he 
exhibited great bravery in behalf of the United States 
when overtures were being made to Aguinaido to sur. 
render, having gone personally to him at the risk of his 
life tu 1uduce him to give up his opposition to American 
authority. Legardo has traveled much and speaks Eng- 
lish well. He visited New York in January, 1901, while 
on a trip arourd the world and spent two or three months 
in the United States. He was then a firm believer in 
the necessity for American sovereignty in the Philip- 
pines.

In “The Infantry Weapon and Its Use in War” Lieut 
Col. C. B. Mayne, R.E., expresses freely his views 
against the tendency toward placing undue reliance on 
long-range rifle-fire and on indiscriminate independent 
individual firing.

Young men who would do this must have very elastic 
consciences, but the real blame for their departure from 
a proper honorable course rests principally with their 
seniors, who wink at their dishonorable conduct.

A press despatch from London says Sir Oswald Mosley, 
Bart., has been reproved by King Edward. Contrary to 
the doctor’s order Sir Oswald drank the King’s health 
in a bumper of old port and the next day advised his 
Majesty of the incident. Sir Dighton Probyn, replying 
for the King, wrote: “His Majesty particularly re- 
quests me to say that he thinks it undesirable that any- 
one suffering from your complaint should drink too many 
healths in old port.” In this connection it is recalled that 
last June the King’s private secretary wrote to a naval! 
officer: “His Majesty would be glad if it is circulated 
privately that he considers his health is as much honored 
by those who drink it in water as by those who drink it 
in wine.” 





It is evident from the will of the late Cardinal Her- 
rero y Espinosa, of Spain, that the dead prelate pos- 
sessed a certain droll humor of which he was little sus- 
pected during his life. This quality is clearly disclosed in 
@ clause of his will authorizing the payment of a legacy 
of $10,000 “to the first Spanish general who will land 
on territory of the United States of America with an 
army sufficiently strong to avenge the defeats of Spain 
in Cuba and the Philippines.” The Cardinal’s drollery 
is further illustrated in a proviso which reads: “Pend- 
ing this happy event the money shall remain in the Bank 
of Spain.” Thus in a single paragraph, the departed 
Cardinal establishes a posthumous reputation as a joker 
and adds a subtantial sum to the permanent funds of the 
Rank of Spain.

On both sides of the Atlantic, the Army and Navy 
Gazette says, Lord Charles Beresford is credited with 
being the real author of the scheme, advocated by the 
New York Herald, for joint British and American nava! 
maneuvers, to be held in the Caribbean Sea. Perhaps 
the best outcome of the Herald’s suggestion would be 
something in the nature of the proposal which was made 
from Portsmouth by one of its correspondents. It was 
in effect that some of the wealthy men of both countries 
should offer substantial prizes to be shot for by picked 
American and British gunners; prizes to stimulate mark- 
manship, encourage straight shooting, and improve the 
gunnery of the seamen of both nations. An annual! in- 


ternational contest of this character could hardly be ob- 
jected to on diplomatic grounds. 
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For two hours and a half at its meeting on Dec. 19, 
the board of Navy officers apointed by Secretary Moody 
to outline a course of engineering instruction for officers 
of the Navy discussed the various plans which have 
come to them from many sources. No conclusions were 
reached, as this is only the second meeting of the board 
and it adjourned subject to the call of the President. 
None of the plans suggested have been made public in 
detail, but it is understood there was a long range of 
jdeas contained in them as to the kind of instruction 
which it would be advisable to prescribe. On several 
points, however, there was practically unanimity on the 
plans submitted to the board. One of these was the 
necessity of a large amount of practical training, actual 
work in the engine room. Almost all of the officers and 
leading men outside the Service, whom the board asked 
for suggestions or who kindly volunteered them, laid 
emphasis on the importance of providing an adequate 
amount of engineer duty at sea in any plan that might 
be adopted. Another point on which the majority of the 
plans agreed was that when on shore duty officers who 
intended to specialize in engineering should be assigned 
to such duty as would help them in this direction. For 
esample, the point was quite generally made that in any 
system adopted provision should be made that engineer 
otticers when on shore should as far as the exigencies of 
the Service will permit be assigned to duty under the 
sureaus of Ordnance and Equipment. It was further 
pointed out that officers taking this course of instruc- 
tion could gain much more by being assigned to in- 
spection duty at some of the ship yards of the country 
than they would if stationed at the Government yards 
inspecting repair work. For-one reason, they would see 
machinery in the building and would be inspecting the 
very latest and most improved types. At Government 
yards their time would frequently be occupied in in- 
specting boilers and other machinery of an obsolete type. 
There was general approval, in the suggestions received 
by the” board, of the present course at the Academy, 
which the writers declared to be thoroughly satisfactory. 
When it came to the question of the time when officers 
should begin to specialize for engineernig duty there 
was a wide difference of opinion. This is likely to 
prove one of the most trqublesome points before the 
hoard. The board has found many helpful suggestions 
in the plans proposed and already some general lines 
have been agreed upon, but there will yet be many more 
meetings and many more discussions before even a general 
outline of the course proposed will be drawn.

Secretary Moody has returned to the Senate with the 
recommendation of Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, the bill re- 
cently introduced calling for an opinion as to the advisa- 
bility of establishing on the Gulf coast a graving dock 
large enough to accommodate the largest ships of the 


Navy and for an opinion as to the best location on the 
Gulf for such a dock. Admiral Endicott recommends 
that such a dock be built in view of the increasing in- 
terests of the United States in the Caribbean, and notes 
the fact that the dock at New Orleans is useless for a part 
of the year because of the overflow of the Mississipp! 
River. Admiral Endicott further recommends that the 
dock be built at Pensacola, which is, he says, in every 
way suitable. In forwarding the recommendations Sec- 
retary Moody approves them, but calls attention of the 
Senate to the fact that there are many other needs of 
the Navy which are more pressing at this time. The bill 
in the Senate naturally has the support of the Florida 
Senators, but whether it will obtain sufficient support 
from other Senators, in view of the comment of the Sec- 
retary, is regarded as doubtful. The Maryland Steel 
Company is preparing to exhibit at the Louisian Pur- 
chase Exposition a model of the dry dock at New Orleans 
and of a ship in process of docking. At the Navy Depart- 
ment it is said this is the first time a large Navy dry 
dock will have ever been on exhibition. Reports received 
at the Navy Department show that the dock is proving a 
paying investment to the Navy, so far as private busi- 
ness is concerned. From a military standpoint, however, 
the dock has yet to justify its location at New Orleans. 
At the Bureau of Navigation it is said there is no in- 
tention at the present of sending a ship there for dock- 
ing and repairs after the maneuvers.

Considerable interest is felt in the Army in the policy 
of the Administration in the filling of the two vacancies 
in the grade of brigadier general which will occur soon. 
Whether these two vacancies will be filled by the per- 
manent appointment of colonels or younger officers of 
lower grade is a matter of the utmost importance to 
the Army. It may be stated that the War Department 
has under consideration the appointment as_ brigadier 
generals with a view to their immediate retirement of 
many officers having Civil War records, as was done 
last summer. A list has been prepared by the Adjutant 
Staff and the Secretary of War of all officers holding 
the grade of lieutenant colonel or colonel who served 
with credit at least one year in the Civil War. The 
War Department now has on file in the neighborhood of 
forty names of officers who have applied for appoint- 
ment with general rank with the understanding that they 
will immediately be retired. Several younger officers 
of the Army are avowed candidates for appointment as 
brigadier general, although it would be going entirely 
too far to say that they mave made application for such 
appointment. Those officers holding rank below that 
of lieutenant colonel whose names have been considered 
with a view to their appointment as brigadier generals 
are Major Robert L. Howze, 6th Cav.; Col. Clarence 
R. Edwards, Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs 
(captain, 10th Infantry); Capt. Joseph T. Dickman, 8th 
Cav.; Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th Cav.; Capt. John B. 
McDonald, 3d Cav., and Col. A, L. Mills, Superintendent 
of the Military Academy (captain, Ist Cav). The name 
of Col. Enoch Crowder, of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department, General Staff, has also been mentioned in 
connection with .the filling of the two vacancies in the 
grade of brigadier general soon to occur. 








Under our Army heading is published the General Or- 
der calling attention to the fact that examinations are to 
be held in the spring for the detail of lieutenants of the 
line to duty in the Ordnance Department of the Army. 
At the present time there are seventeen vacancies in the 
grade of first lieutenant in the Ordnance Department. 
Thus far it has been very difficult to obtain. officers to 


fill these vacancies, although they are open to both sec- 
ond and first lieutenants of the line of the Army. The 





professional examinations for detail under this order 
will be conducted in the various departments and divi- 
sions by the following officers: In the Division of the 
Philippines, by the Chief of Ordnance of that Division: 
in the Department of California (except Hawaii) and 
the Department of the Columbia (except Alaska), by 
the commanding officer of Benicia Arsenal; in the De- 
partments of Colorado, Dakota, Lakes and Missouri, by 
the commanding officer of Rock Island Arsenal; in the 
Department of the East (except Cuba and Porto Rico) 
Lieut. Col. J. E. Greer, Ordnance Department, at New 
York city; in the Department of Texas, by the command- 
ing officer of the San Antonio Arsenal; for the officers 
stationed in Hawaii, Cuba and Porto Rico, such offi- 
cers as the respective department commanding officers 
may ‘designate.

There is continued criticism in England of Canada’s 
ambitious militia scheme, the outljnes of which we have 
already published, and one of the strongest objections 
is directed against that section of the bill which pro- 
vides that the command of the militia shall be given to a 
Canadian officer. The London Saturday Review regards 
this proposal as a retrograde step which is much to be 
regretted. The Review adds that British officers who 
have held the post of commander-in-chief of the Cana- 
dian forces have found it almost untenable because of 
obstructionist interference, and that under a Canadian 
commander influenced by local pressure but devoid of 
solid military training the organization would go from 
bad to worse. This advice is timely and well-meant, but 
that it will be taken in the kindly spirit which inspires 
it is by no means certain. The Canadians are in no very 
amiable mood nowadays, either with regard to England 
or the United States, and are evidently resolved to have 
their own way or know the reason why. And inasmuch 
as they kave got to pay for the militia perhaps England 
migkt as well agree that they shall manage it as they 
please’ They need experience, and there is only one 
way to get it.

Although Secretary Moody is as yet unwilling to an- 
nounce the officers of the Marine Corps who will go to 
the Isthmus with the two battalions of Marines which 
are expected to leave Philadelphia early next week on 
board the Dixie, it is learned that Brig. Gen. George 
F. Elliott, commandant of the Marine Corps, will go 
with the two battalions, which will consist in all of 
about six hundred men. Other officers who will go 
are Lieut. Col. William P. Biddle, Lieut. Col. L. W. T. 
Waller, Capt. Eli K. Cole, and Capt. Cyrus S. Radford 
as chief quartermaster. On the staff of General Elliott 
will be his aides, Capt. Frank E. Evans and Capt. 
Harry Leonard. Capt. H. L. Matthews is also under 
orders to go on the Dixie. Secretary Moody, although 
admitting the possibility that the battalions may not 
go to the Isthmus, declares that the probability is all the 
ether way. In any event General Elliott is certain to 
go, as the Administration is anxious that he shall make 
an inspection of the canal strip and report both on the 
military and sanitary conditions. The Dixie will carry 
full camp equipage and a number of rapid fire guns, to- 
gether with necessary provisions and stores for the bat- 
talions. 





The magnificent Dryden trophy of bronze, which was 
won this year by the United States Army Infantry team 
at Sea Girt, N.J., has been received at the War De- 
partment. The trophy will be kept in the corridor of the 
War Department, and the members of the winning team 
each year will receive from the Department a well-mouny 
ed photograph of the trophy. The huge bronze plate in 
the center of the trophy, supported on one side by a 
bronze soldier and:on the other by a bronze sailor, is cov- 
ered with two inch discs upon which will be engraved 
the winning team of each year. In the center of this 
plate is a much larger disc upon which is engraved: 
“Won in 1903 by the United States Infantry Team.” 
Below this plate and just above the pedestal is engraved 
the following: “Presented by Honorable John F. Dryden, 
United States Senator from New Jersey, for annual com- 
petition under the auspices of the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association. Open to teams of eight from the mili- 
tary departments of the United States Army, the Navy, 
the Marine Corps and the National Guards of the States 
and Territories, including the District of Columbia.” 











It may be authoritatively stated that the War Depart- 
ment does not intend during the present session of 
Congress to ask for any radically new legislation affect- 
ing the Army. All of the recommendations of the General 
Staff of the Army, approved by Secretary Root, have, 
by his order, been filed with directions not to present 
them to Congress until next session, and then, of course, 
only upon the approval of the then Secretary. The 
recommendation affecting the Army bands, reported else- 
where in this number, has been unqualifiedly approved 
by Secretary Root, and will be forwarded to Congress 
next session with recommendation that the necessary 
legislation be granted to bring about the increase in pay 
urged by the General Staff. It is hardly probable tnat 
the recommendation for increase in pay for post non- 
commissioned officers made by the General Staff, which 
was reported in the JouRNAL of December 19, will be 
sent to Congress this session; but this will depend en- 
tirely upon the action of Judge Taft, to whose attention 
the matter will be called shortly after he assumes the 
office of Secretary of War on February 1, 1904.

It is somewhat curious that at the same time with the 
experiment of sending a torpedo flotilla to the Philip- 
pines it should become necessary to carry out an equally 
interesting experiment from the Mare Island Navy Yard. 
The Navy Department has directed that the Paul Jones 
and the Perry, two of the torpedo destroyer class, be 
prepared for sea and when ready in all respects proceed 
to Panama for sea and when ready in all respects p 
patrol vessels to the senior officer present. These craft 
are about ready to sail but await the arrival of some of 
their officers from the East. Their progress down the 
long reach of coast from San Francisco to Panama will 
be watched with the same interest attaching to the long 
voyage of the four vessels which recently sailed from 
Norfolk en route for Manila. Some years ago the 
British Admiralty sent several of this class of vessel 
to the far East. and they reached their destinations 
without serious mishap. The voyage, however, was very 





severe on the personnel, notwithstanding the frequent 
stops for rest and repairs.

The Quartermaster General has recommended to the 
General Staff that all chevrons used on enlisted men’s 
uniforms of olive drab and khaki be uniformly of a 
‘brown color. Attention is .called to the fact thal red 
chevrons are entirely too conspicuous, and that it has 
been difficult to obtain fast colors in yellow and red. It 
is not believed by che Quartermaster’s Department that 
it is necessary for non-commissioned officers of the Army 
te wear any distinguishing mark showing the arm of 
the Service to which they belong beyond the collar in- 
signia. Of course, the change recommended applies only 
to the olive drab and khaki uniforms. The other uniform 
changes proposed by the Quartermaster’s aaa. 
which embrace a new pocket for the field uniform, ap 
olive drab fatigue cap, etc., have been fully outlined iu 
the Army anp Navy Journnat. The General Staff has 
not yet submitted its report on these matters.

Discussion in naval circles during the past week of the 
“Rodger’s plan” for a Navy General Staff, published in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL of Dec. 19, has developed 
the fact that there is strong opposition to the scheme, 
mainly on the ground of its impracticability and cumber- 
someness. Some officers go so far as to declare that it 
seriously disturbs the present organization of the Navy 
Department without offering anything better in its 
place. The plan has been submitted to the various bu- 
reaus for comment. Most of the bureau chiefs have sub- 
mitted their ideas on the scheme, which are generally un- 
favorable, although the good points of the plan are rec- 
ognized. This week the Navy Department received from 
Admiral Rodgers a modification of his General : Stait 
scheme, which will also be submitted to prominent naval 
officers for comment.

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Inspections and musters of the New York National 
Guard, by officers of the Army, will take place between 
January 1 and May 1, and Gen. H. C. Corbin has 
notified Adjutant General Henry that a detail of officers 
will be arranged at dates to interfere as little as pos- 
sible with the National Guardsmen, and will be held 
at the time the State authorities make their inspections, 
the Army officers accompanying the State inspectors on 
their rounds, providing the New York authorities have 
inspections in the first four months of the year. This 
plan was advocated some months ago in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, and it was pointed out that the State 
inspection and the Army inspection should both take 
place together. The inspections will take place in Janu- 
ary and February next.

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THE UNITED STATES AND COLOMBIA. 


The most conclusive reply to the charge that the Unit- 
ed States connived at the secession of Panama from 
Colombia is contained in the official papers submitted 
by President Roosevelt to the House of Representatives 
on Dec. 19. These papers, consisting chiefly of letters 
passing between the State Department and Mr. Beaupré, 
United States Minister at Bogota, show beyond all doubt 


that when the Colombian Senate rejected the Panama 
Canal Treaty the secession of the State of Panama be- 
came a certainty, and they show moreover that the re- 
jection of the canal treaty was inspired solely by a greedy 
desire on the part‘of Colombia to exact a far larger 
amount of money for the canal route and the annual 
rentals therefore than her official representatives had 
by treaty stipulations agreed to accept. The Colombian 
Government was formally warned by Secretary Hay that 
the defeat of the treaty would seriously impair its 
friendly relations with the United States, that our Gov- 
ernment could not consider any proposals looking to a 
modification of the terms of the compact, and that the 
rejection of the treaty might compel the United States 
Congress to adopt measures that the friends of Colombia 
would regret. There was no threat in Mr. Hay’s in- 
timation to Colombia. He merely gave ner friendly 
warning of her own danger in the hope that she might 
save herself by ratifying the treaty and thus deprive 
Panama of a substantial provocation for seceding. The 
warning went unheeded. Panama seceded and set up 
an independent government of her own, which has veen 
formally recognized by the United States. In extend- 
ing that recognition lies the head and front of our of- 
fending, yet the example of our Government has been 
promptly followed by every other first class power in the 
world and by many smaller ones. The premature outcry 
which has been raised against the action of the United 
States with regard to Panama is already growing small 
by degrees and beautifully less. 

As for conditions in Panama, they are forci- 
bly described by Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U.S.N., 
retired, president of Isthmian Canal Commission, wne 
returned to Washington from the Isthmus on Dec. 22. 
“The Panama Government,” says Admiral Walker in 
a newspaper interview, “is composed of excellent, capa- 
ble men, who have the confidence of the people. Every- 
thing is orderly and quiet, and had I not known that a 
revolution had taken place before I arrived there was 
nothing to show there had been any change.” Admiral! 
Walker declares that the Isthmians have no fear that 
the Colombians will attempt to reconquer the country. 
There is not, he says, a trail in all Panama of sufficient 
width to drive a wagon. Colombia has never built a tram 
or constructed a bridge in Panama. The impassability 
of the country renders it unlikely, in the Admiral’s opin- 
ion, that any warlike measures will be undertaken by Co 
lombia.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., commanding the 
Division of the Philippines, in order to discourage the 
practice of presenting gifts to superior officers, has is- 
sued an order calling attention to the following pro- 
vision of the Revised Statutes of the United States: 
“No officer, clerk or employee in the United States 
Government employ, shall at any time solicit contribu- 
tions from other officers, clerks, or employees in the 
Jovernment service for a gift or present to those in a 
superior official position; nor shall any such official or 
clerical superiors receive any gift or present offered or 
presented to them as a contribution from persons in 
Government employ receiving a less salary than them- 
selves; nor shall any officer or clerk make any donation 
as gift or present to any official superior. Every person 
who violates this section shall be summarily discharged 
from the Government employ.” 

The following address, bearing the signatures of 
seventy-four persons, has been presented to Major Gen- 
eral] Wade, commanding the Division of the Philippines: 
“Sir: We. the below undersigned, inhabitants of the 
town of Guinobatan have to state the following: That 
we have observed and are much pleased with the con- 
duct of Lieut. J. A. Paegelow and his company of scouts 
stationed here; his conduct is honest and of noble justice 
and he gives equal rights to everybody. We would say 


a lot more about him, but we know, as a fact, that no 
matter how well we speak of him it is not sufficient. 
His troops are well behaved and moral, even when they 
are out for a walk, and the people invite them into their 
homes, they politely refuse, fearing that they (the people), 
would loose the respect and good will towards them and 
their commanding officer. For this reason we beg of the 
commanding officer of the Division of the Philippines 
that the Lieutenant and his company be stationed here 
permanently.” 

Press despatches from Manila state that Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the Department ot 
Mindanao, arrived in that city from the Moro country 
on Dec. 22 for the purpose of interviewing Governor 
Taft upon a proposition to confine the Moros to-reser 
vatious. The departure of the Governor for the Uniteu 
States two days later, however, prevented a detailed 
consideration of the project. General Wood wishes tne 
Government to construct a railroad in Mindanao which 
will tap Lake Lanao. He says further fighting is not 
likely. He states that the so-called Moro question ts 
ended. 

The Philippine Civil Commission has. appropriatea 
$75,000 for the expenses of an honorary board ot com 
missioners, composed of fifty Filipinos, to visit the St. 
Louis Exposition and the principal cities. The com 
mission will remain three months in the United States. 

Among several Filipino prisoners pardoned by Governor 
Taft on the eve of his departure from Manila, was 
Father Leonzrde, the parish priest of Taytay, who was 
convicted of assisting in the burying alive of the presi- 
dente because of his friendliness to the Americans, The 
military coninission which tried Father Leonardo sen- 
tenced him to death, but this sentence was comntuted 
by General Chaftee to imprisonment for life. Governor 
Taft pardoned the priest on the recommendation of 
Mer. Guidi, the Apostolic Delegate; the Bishop of 
Cebu and all the priests of the Manila diocese. The 
pardon went into effect on Christmas Day. 

Manila despatches of December 23 report a raid ou 
the town of Bosobaso, Island of Luzon, by Felizardo’s 
band of ladrones. ‘They looted the treasury and cap- 
tured the presidente and secretary, whom they ham- 
strung. The former was rescued by the constabulary, 
but the secretary was dragged off into the mountains.

Of her compositions of a more 
serious nature critics familiar with music in its higher 
expression were quick to discover the classic quality. 
Such were the pieces entitled **To Rubinstein,” and later 
a sonata having in its second part passages of rare beauty. 
Her father, the late William T. Welcker, was a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1851. 

Gen. Stephen Thomas, of Vermont, who died Dec. 18 
ut his home in Montpelier from the result of injuries 
caused by a fall about three weeks ago, was ninety-four 
years old. When the Civil War broke out General Thomas 
was made colonel of the 8th Vermont Regiment, and was 


afterward commissioned brigadier general of Volun- 
teers. In 1867 he was elected lieutenant governor. 

The three months’ old son of Sergt. Major Willian 
Zephir, A.C., died at Fort Totten, N.Y., Dec. 17. 

Among the recent deaths of interest to many Navy 
officers is that of Mr. John Cassin, youngest son of the 
late Commodore Stephen Cassin, U.S.N. For many 
years a clerk in the Secretary’s office, Navy Department, 
Mr. Cassin was noted for the courtesy of his manners 
znd for his apparently limitless knowledge of the older 
records of the Department. “The Commodore,” as he 
was always affectionately called by the host of friends 
which his genial spirit had made among Navy men and 
civilians, was always prepared to delve for information 
on any subject, new or old, contained by any possibility 
among the archives of the Navy Department. Mr. Cas- 
sin’s services have been invaluable to many writers on 
naval subjects, and the accuracy of his knowledge saved 
many an author the wearying searches for material 
made necessary by the wants of the subject. Never 
weary in doing for others, “The Commodore” will be 
missed by every one in the Navy Department, and the 
vacancy made by his death will be a long time in being 
filled. Stephen Cassin, the father, was one of the he- 
ros of the battle of Lake Erie. 

William H. Brower, a veteran of the Civil Wav, 
who has for the past thirty years been superintendent 
of the State rifle range at Creedmoor, Long Island, dieu 
at his home in Queens Dec. 21. 

In the death of Col. John McEntee, a veteran of the 
Civil War, formerly colonel of the 80th N.Y. Volun- 
teers, and a cousin of Lieut. G. L. McEntee, 9th U.S. 
Inf., who died at Kingston, N.Y., Dec. 19, that city loses 
one of its best known and highly esteemed citizens. Colo- 
nel McEntee was born in Ponckhockie sixty-eight years 
ago. When the Civil War broke out he entered the Ser- 
vice as a private in the 80th New York Volunteer ln- 
fantry (20th New York State militia), also known as the 
Ulster Guard, and rose to the rank of colonel. On March 
13, 1865, he was breveted colonel of United States Vol- 
unteers “for faithful and meritorious services during 
the war.” Among the engagements in which he partici- 
pated were the defences of Washington, advance on 
Manassas, Falmouth, occupation of Fredericksburg, Me- 
Dowell’s advance on Richmond. He was on duty a: 
Fredericksburg, Pope’s Virginia campaign, Beverly 
Ford, Rappahannock River, Norman's Ford, Sulphur 
Springs, Warrentown Springs, Gainsville, Groveton, 
Bull Run, Chantilly, South Mountain, Antietam, Sharps- 
Burg, Hall's Landin. Chaneellorsviile, Gettysburg, 
Funktown, Bristow campaign, Mine Run, Kilpatrick's 
raid to Richmond, defences of Richmond, Aylett’s and 
Sigel’s campaigns, New Market, Piedmont, Staunton, 
Hunter's raid, Lexington, Diamond Hill, Lynchburg, 
Liberty, Llarper’s Ferry, operations against Peters- 
burg and Kichmond, City Point, assault and fall of 
Petersburg, occupation of Petersburg and later on duty 
at Richmond. 

The Hon. James Atwater, who died at Lockport, N.Y., 
Dec. 19, in the eighty-third year of his age, was the 
father of Lieut. Comdr. Charles N. Atwater, U.S.N. 

Rear Admiral Edwin White, U.S.N., retired, while 
on a visit to the navy yard, New York, on Dec. 23, 
dropped dead near the commandant’s office from heart 
disease. His body was taken at once to the naval hos- 
pital, and was taken in charge by Rear Admiral Rodgers. 
Rear Admiral White was born in Ohio and entered the 
Naval Academy in September, 1861, being graduated 
feur years later, and was attached to the receiving ship 
Vermont at the New York yard. Later in life he was 
equipment officer at the New York Navy Yard. He was 
made a lieutenant commander in 1869. From 1895 until 
1898 he was commandant of cadets at the Naval Acade- 
my, Annapulis, Md. During the latter part of the War 
with Spain he commanded the monitor Puritan. While 
in command of the Philadelphia, on the Pacific coast, he 
proceeded to Samoa, where, after a shore engagement, 
he quelled the last insurrection and established a condi- 
tion of amity. He commanded the U.S.8. Kansas off 
Nicaragua in 1872 and was commended by the Navy 
Department for his conduct in preventing the Spanish 
warship Pizarro from interfering with an American mer 
chantman. During the Venezuela troubles of 1892 he was 
sent South to protect American interests. From there 
he was ordered to restore traffic on the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma. A noteworthy voyage of Admiral White’s was made 
in the Concord in 1892. She had sixteen feet draft, but 
she was navigated up the Mississippi River to Memphis. 
Tenn., and later to the Ohio River. He was retired Dec. 
28, 1899, for incapacity resulting from incidents of the 
Service. Besides his widow a son and daughter survive 
the Admiral, the son, George Emmons White, being 
a member of the New York Bar and residing in New 
York city. The daughter, Louise D. White, resides at 
Princeton, N..J. 
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Gen. H. C. Corbin, U.S.A., accompanied by Capt. 4 
A. Moss, was present at the dinner of the New England 
Society in Brooklyn, N.Y., Dec. 21, and responded to the 
toast, “The Army and Navy.” He was also present at 
the dinner of the same society in New York on Dec. 22 
and in responding for the Army said in part: “In ad- 
dressing a class of young officers at West Point not lonz 
since, your own Horace Porter charged, ‘never under- 
rate yourself in action and never overrate yoursell 
in the official reports.”

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THE STORY OF A SOLDIER’S LIFE. 

“The Story of a Soldier’s Life,” by Field Marshal 
Viscount Wolseley, is an interesting, and is also an in- 
structive book, for it reveals the secret of the success, 
not alone of one of England’s great soldiers, but the 
secret of all success in the military profession. This re- 
quires, not merely natural ability, but something different 
from or something more than mere native talent. 
Wolsley may not rark so high as some less successful 
men in intellectual capacity, but he has made the most 
of his talents and the most of his opportunities. He 
was gifted with the physique for a soldier and had a 
natural bent toward the military profession. As a boy 
he “was very active, ran and jumped well, was fond of 
boxing. single-stick, rowing, shooting and all out-of-door 
amusements.” He devoured every work on the theory 
and practice of war that he could beg, borrow or afford 
to buy. In the study of the classics, Virgil’s descrip- 
tion of the games excited him, but what he characterizes 
as the absurd myths and stories of the mean and con- 
temptible deities of Greece, about most of whom there 
was nothing good, wholesome or manly, aroused in him 
a feeling akin to loathing. He had an exact and mathe- 
matical mind, a keen love of his professjon, and an 
eagerness to excel in it; he preferred a soldier’s duty to 
the soldier’s pleasures and lost no opportunity to prac- 
tice his profession and to excel in it. Ambition, not 
merely for himself, but for the glory of his country, has 
been the controlling impulse of this soldier’s life as 
described in these volumes. He ascribes his success (o 
his close attention to all duties, no matter how small; 
to his insatiable greed for information upon war, its 
science and its practice; to his study of military history 
and to his intense love of fighting and of all out-of-door 
amusements and manly exercises. When others did their 
work in perfunctory fashion, Wolseley threw his whole 
heart and soul into it. 

The Wolseley family, according to unwritten tradition, 
began with a man who was given the manor of Ousley, 
then Wlslia, by King Edgar (943-75), for exterminating 
the wolves in Cannock Chase. Sir Garnet’s great- 
grandfather, Colonel Sir Richard Wolseley, Bart., be- 
Irish baronet and settled in county Carlow, 
He and his two brothers were in the Royal 
Dragoons. His son entered the Army and two of his 
grandsons, one of them the father of Sir Garnet, who 
thus came honestly by his predilection for the life of 
the soldier. Sir Garnet was born June 4, 1833, and 
received his first commission as ensign March 12, 1852. 
He was almost immediately sent to India, where he 
found that most of his fellow officers were lacking in 
good breeding and*badly educated. Few of them took 
their profession seriously, and some degenerated quickly 
into mere consumers of beer and brandy. A small pro- 
portion, taking their profession seriously, studied hard 
all military sciences, and spent many of those deadly 
midday hours of the Indian summers in reading mili- 
tary history and the lives of great commanders. ‘“Hap- 
py indeed,” says General Wolseley, ‘‘is the young officer 
who so loves his work as to find in such literature a high 
form of pleasure.””’ Many of the older officers won the 
udmiration of the young ensign; one of them, Sir Joha 
Vennyfather, well known as “the swearing general.” A 
speech of his is described as one of the most effective 
ever made in classical or modern times by a leader to 
his men after a battle. ‘‘His regiment was his home, 
and all ranks in it were to him his children. It had 
lost heavily in battle, and as he looked upon its thin 
ranks that evening he fairly broke down. Intensely 
proud of what they had done that day, and with tears 
coursing down his cheeks, he said to them: ‘I can’t 
make you a speech, my lads, but by , you are all 
gentlemen.’” Another of these old school soldiers was 
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hated by his men because of his harsh rule. Going into 
battle one day this colonel said to them: “I understand 
you mean to shoot me to-day, but I want you to do me 
a favor; don’t kill me until the battle is well over.” 
The coolness of his request, “the soldier-like spirit and 
indifference to death it showed, the daring and contempt 
tor danger he displayed throughout the battle, so won 
their admiration that they allowed him to live.” 
Wolseley’s first active service was in Burmah in 1852- 
3. From there he was sent to the Crimea, where he took 
part in the siege of Sebastopol. “No nation,” he tells us, 
“was ever committed to a great foreign war for which 
ir was so unprepared. Mr. Bright and the manufacturers 
of bis school had long thought that the surest way to 
keep England out of all European wars was to have nu 
army capable of fighting.” In this connection we are 
told some wholesome truths which are equally applicable

Of Lee himself he says: “He was the ablest general, 
and to me seemed the greatest man I ever conversed 
with; and yet I have had the privilege of meeting Von 
Moltke and Prince Bismarck. General Lee was one of 
the few men who ever seriously impressed and awed me 
with their natural, their inherent greatness * * * His 
greatness made me humble, and I never felt my own 
individual! insignificance more keenly than I did in his 
presence.” As to Longstreet, he was at this time intense 
and bitter in his hatred of Lincoln and his administra- 
tion, of which General Wolseley expresses a high admira- 
tion.

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WHY LEONARD WOOD WAS PROMOTED. 


The reasons why Major Gen. Leonard Wood has been 
promoted to the rank he now holds in the Regular Army. 
subject to his confirmation by a Senate, are well stated 
in the communication which follows, addressed by the 
Secretary of War to Senator Proctor, acting chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs: 

War Department, Washington, Nov. 18, 19U3. 

My Dear Senator: In compliance with your request, 
I transmit a resumé of the military record of Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood and a statement of the chief considerations 
which have led to his nomination as major general. 

This officer has been five times confirmed by the Sen- 
ate upon appointments by President McKinley, as a gen- 
eral officer—twice as a brigadier general of Volunteers, 
twice as major general of Volunteers, and once as briga- 
dier general of the Regular Army. Your committee is 
therefore probably familiar with most of the facts in this 
record. It covers a period of seventeen years’ service 
and naturally divides itself into four distinct parts. 

First—His services as a line officer in command of 
troops, although serving under a commission in the 
medical staff during the Indian wars. Upon this service 
his superior officers have made the following remarks: 

General Miles: 

“This officer served in the field under my command for 
several months during the terrible campaign against the 
Apache Indians under Geronimo. He is one of the most 
enterprising, intelligent and fearless officers in the Ser- 
vice, and competent to fulfil the duties of a field officer.” 

General Lawton: 

“When through exposure and fatigue the Infantry bat- 
talion lost its last officer (in the pursuit of Geronimo) 
Captain Wood volunteered to command it in addition t» 
his duties as surgeon. In this duty Captain Wood dis- 
tinguished himself most. His courage, endurance and 
example made success possible. I served through the 
War of the Rebellion and in many battles, but in no in- 
stance do I remember such devotion to duty or such an 
example of courage and perseverance, It was mainly 
due to Captain Wood's loyalty and resolution that the 
expedition was successful.” 

Genera! William M. Graham: 

“With a high sense of honor in all the obligations ot 
life, he is a most conscientious and zealous officer in the 
discharge of duty. His physique is superb; his mental 
qualifications are of the highest order.” 

Genera! George A. Forsyth: 

“Captain Wood served with me on the frontier in Ar- 
zona and New Mexico a number of years ago. I have 
known him well for the past ten years and I regard him 
as one of the very best soldiers | know.... He has all 
the sound judgment, good sense, executive ability, experi- 
ence and courage requisite to make him one of the best 
and safest colonels in the Army.” 

Upon these and similar evidence of fitness, Presideni 
McKinley appointed Captain Wood colonel of the Ist 
Volunteer Cavalry in May, 1898. 

Second—In the Santiago campaign Colonel Wood's ser 
vice appeared to justify his appointment. He command- 
ed his regiment at Las Guasimas on the 24th of June. 
1898, and his brigade commander, General Young, re- 
ported of him: 

“I cannot speak too highly of the efficient manner in 
which Colonel Wood handled his regiment and his mag- 
nificent behavior on the field.” 

His division commander, General Wheeler, reported ; 

“The magnificent and brave work done by this regi- 
ment, under the lead of Coloned Wood, testifies to his 
courage and skill. The energy and determination of this 
officer have been marked from the moment he reported 
to me at Tampa, Fla., but I have abundant evidence uf 
his brave and good conduct on the field, and I recom- 
mend him for the consideration of the Government.” 

He commanded a brigade in the San Juan fight (July 
1, 1898), and his division commander, Samuel S. Sum- 
ner, reported of him: 

“Too much credit cannot be given to the gallant bri- 
gade commanders, Colonel Wood,” etc. 

The corps commander, General Shafter, reported : 

“The following officers were conspicuous for their 
bravery and handled their troops so well I desire to 
recommend them for promotion... .Colonel Wood, to be 
brigadier general.” 

The third period covers the command of the troops in 
occupation of the province of Santiago and the admin- 
istration of the military government in that province 
from August, 1898, to December, 1899. General Wood’s 
appointment to this position appears to have been based 
upon the following despatch from General Shafter, dated 
Aug. 4: 

“TI think General Wood by far the best man to leave 
in command of the city of Santiago, and perhaps of the 
whole district.” 

This important command carried with it naturally an 
appointment as major general of Volunteers. This com- 
mission was vacated upon the reduction of the Army in 
the spring of 1899, when General Wood was again ap- 
pointed brigadier general of Volunteers, and in Decem- 
ber, 1899, because of the excellence of his administration 
of the military government in the Department of Santiago 
and Puerto Principe, he was again made major general 
of Volunteers and appointed military governor of Cuba 
and commander of the United States forces in that island, 
then amounting to somewhat over 10,000 men. 

In the spring of 1901 General Wood’s commission as 
major general of Volunteers being about to expire by 
operation of law, he was nominated by President Me- 
Kinley, and confirmed by the Senate, as brigadier general 
of the Regular Army, and his last year’s service as mili- 
tary governor was under that commission. In the au- 
tumn, after the end of the military occupation of Cha, 
General Wood applied for active service in the Philip- 
pines and was assigned to the command of the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao, where he is now serving. 

The administration of the office of military governor of 
Cuba was directly under the control and supervision of 
the Secretary of War, acting for the President as com- 
mander-in-chief. The high estimate put by the Secretary 
of War upon General Wood's services as military gover- 
nor is shown in the published orders of the War Depart- 
ment contained in the inclosed papers. The opinions ex- 
pressed in these orders were also the opinions of both the 
Presidents under whom the services were rendered. 

What was done in Cuba by the American Army be- 
tween the surrender of Santiago and the establishment 
of the Cuban Republic doubtless seems to many who 
look back upon it in the light of its peaceful and success- 
ful conclusion to have been simple and easy; but you and 
the members of your committee who were concerned in 

‘government during that period will recall the difficulties, 
the doubts, the differences of opinion and the anxieties 
which accompanied the discharge of our national obliga- 


tions in that island, the serious consequences we saw 
reason to apprehend in case of erroneous judgment or 
feebleness of executién, and the satisfaction which we 
felt in having found a man whose ability and characte: 
were adequate to the difficult task of executing our na- 
tional policy. The government of occupied territory is 
a military duty of a high order, and involves the exercise 
of many of the most important qualities of a general 
officer. It is of great importance to any country to have 
among its general officers men who measure up to the 
performance of such a duty, and the successful perform- 
ance of such a duty is generally and justly regarded as a 
title to military promotion. Upon a review of General 
Wood's entire military record, I think it fair to say that 
no officer of the American Army below the grade of ma- 
jor general has held more important commands, rendered 
more distinguished service or demonstrated to a higher 
degree the possession of the qualities which fit a man to 
render valuable services to the country as major general. 

Will you permit me to add an observation upon the 
principle which sound policy requires the President to 
follow in making appointments to general office? 

The law which recognizes seniority alone as the title 
to promotion up to the grade of colonel abandons that rule 
when it deals with general officers, and imposes upon the 
President the duty of selecting the best men for generals 
without expressing any limitation upon the class from 
which he is to make the selection. When such a selection 
is to be made two different considerations always pre- 
sent themselves to the appointing mind. One is the 
desire to reward long and meritorious service. The other 
is the duty to secure the best possible man to do the 
things that ought to be done in the future for the effi- 
ciency of the military establishment, the preparation of 
the country for war and for success in war, which we are 
always bound to contemplate as possible. It frequently 
happens that these two considerations do not coincide 
in pointing toward the same man. The appropriate re- 
ward of honor frequently comes to our officers when their 
careers are about to close—when they have passed the 
period of initiative, of ambition and strenuous exertion, 
and have come to the period of comparative repose. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF GENERAL OFFICERS. 


An army all of whose general officers are selected for 
the purpose of conferring rewards, and thus having at its 
head a constantly shifting body of general officers, none 
of whom has more than a very few years to serve, and all 
or nearly all of whom are just closing their careers and 
resting upon their laurels, cannot possibly reach the 
highest standard of efficiency. To have a live army, 
which keeps abreast of the times, in a constant state of 
preparation and ready to meet emergencies with the great- 
est activity and force, we must have a reasonable pro- 
portion of its general officers selected from the men in 
the prime of life, with careers to make, with ambition, 
energy, initiative, and whose service will be long enough 
to maintain continuity of policy and sustained effort in 
working out ideas which require time for their accom- 
plishment. 

In the selection of this class of officers the all-impor- 
tant thing is the demonstration of exceptional capacity 
for the work which the country will rely upon the man 
te do. Previous rank is of little consequence provided 
the service shall have been long enough to furnish the 
requisite experience and make the demonstration of ca- 
pacity certain. Public discussion of promotions to gen- 
eral office usually proceeds upon the view that promo- 
tion is to be considered only as a reward, but grateful as 
it is to reward past services, and important as it is that 
they should be rewarded, 1 cannot doubt that the highest 
duty of the appointing power which is responsible for 
the future efliciency of the Army is to secure the man 
of exceptional capacity. Where these two considerations 
point to the same man, as they sometimes do, the course 
is plain. Where they do not point to the same man i 
seems judicious to fairly divide the appointments to gen- 
eral office, making a part primarily with a view to re- 
ward and a part primarily with a view to future service. 
I think both considerations unite in this case. 

These facts in General Wood’s record and these views 
of public policy were the reasons which led President 
McKinley to select General Wood for brigadier general 
of the Regular Army in preference to many officers of 
higher Regular rank and to appoint him to that office 
upon the nomination which you confirmed three years 
ago next February. The present nomination is in the 
regular order of seniority according to the rank then es- 
tablished by the action of the President and Senate and 
indicates that the President sees no reason for reversing 
or departing from the conclusion then reached.

LETTER FROM GENERAL WOOD. 


The following letter from General Wood is a fit ac- 
companiment to that of Secretary Root. The documents 
referred to in the letter we have not received. At the 
time the attacks upon General Wood began we called at- 
tention to the fact that they had been withheld until! 
the General's orders to the Philippines had placed him in 
a position which made it impossible for him to answer 
them promptly, or to even learn of them until weeks 
after their appearance in print, and even then only in a 
general way and not in detail. 

Manila, P.I., July 28, 1903. 
To the Adjutant General, U.S. Army: 

Sir: I have the honor to invite your attention to 
statements made in the editorial columus vf the New 
York Sun of June 2, 4, and 6, and later dates, which 
clearly charge me with conduct of a most censurable char- 
acter, perhaps contemptible would be a better word. 1 
also invite your attention to the source from which the 
paper claims to have obtained its information, namely. 
statements of Ist Lieut. James E. Runcie (late major. 
U.S. Volunteer Cavalry), “made to various reliable par- 
ties,” and to request that the matter be referred to the 
Inspector General of the Army for such action as mar 
be required under the circumstances, or to any other 
authority which the War Department may deem proper. 
1 enclose herewith a statement of the facts in the case, 
together with true copies of letters, extracts from let- 
ters, etc., bearing on the subject. 

The matter is now one of three and one-half years’ 
standing and during the greater portion of this period 
1 have been within easy reach of the aggrieved party or 
parties. The statement enclosed gives the addresses of 
most of the persons who have more or less knowledge 
of the affair. 

It will be noted that many of the letters are con-

RECESS APPOINTMENTS. * 


An interesting case argued in the Court of Claims on 
Wednesday, the 9th of December, was that of Comdr. 
Robert G. Peck, U.S.N., depending upon the validity of 
a recess appointment. Commander Peck was, prior to 
the 10th of August, 1898, a lieutenant. On that day 
Commodores Sampson and Schley were advanced in num- 
bers under Section 1506, Rev. Stat., and promoted to be 
rear admirals by commissions issued to them in the usua! 
form of recess commissions “until the end of the next 
session of the Senate.” Among the officers advanced, as 
the result of these promotions, was Lieutenant Peck, who 
received a recess commission as lieutenant commander. 
All the officers promoted, including Sampson and Schley, 
were treated as of the advanced grade from Aug. 10, 
1898; were so addressed in all official communications 
and have been at all times since carried on the Navy 
Register as having received the promotions at that date. 
The promotions, except those of Sampson and Schley, 
were confirmed as of Aug. 10, 1898. The nominations 
of Sampson and Schley were not acted upon, and they 
received permanent commissions as rear admirals only 
on March 3, 1899, from which date the number of off- 
cers in that grade was increased from six to eighteen, 
and they were promptly nominated and confirmed. 

The question argued related to the status of the offi- 
cers affected from the time of their recess commissions, 
Aug. 10, 1898, to the date of their confirmation by the 
Senate, which was Dec. 14, 1898. On the part of the 
Government it was contended that the language of Sec- 
tion 1506 requires “the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate,” and that without it there can be no advancement 
and promotion under this section. The position taken 
by Messrs. George A. and William B. King, on the other 
hand, was that the power of the President to grant a 
recess appointment is co-extensive with his power to ap- 
point to office when the Senate is not in session, as the 
case is covered by that provision of the Constitution 
which says: “The President shall have power to fill up 
all vacancies that may happen during the recéss of the 
Senate, by granting commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session.” The case has been sub- 
mitted to the court and a decision is expected in the 
course of a few weeks. 

Mr. George A. King, who argued this case, was asked 
by a representative of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
whether, in his opinion, a decision in this case would 
affect the status of the officers of the Army who have re- 
ceived recess commissions along with Gen. Leonard 
Wood, but whose confirmation is delayed in consequence 
of the delay in General Wood’s confirmation. 

He answered: “Not necessarily. There is no douot 
of the validity of their recess commissions granted prior 
to the 9th of November, when both Houses met in extra 
session. The constitution says that those commissions 
‘shall expire at the end of their next session.’ If this 
word ‘session’ means what is technically called a session 
of the Senate, or of Congress, then those commissions 
lost their force on the 7th of December, when the first 
session of the 58th Congress ended. ‘There is a broader 
meaning, however, to the word ‘session,’ and it may be 
regarded, as etymologically it might well be, as equiva- 
lent to ‘sitting.’ If so, the ‘session’ of the Senate, which 
began on the 9th of November, would not end until next 
summer, and the recess commissions granted last sum- 
mer to all these officers would thus remain in force until! 
that time. 

“The constitutional provision for recess appointments 
has always been construed so as to uphold these appoint- 
ments as liberally as possible on account of the great in- 
convenience foreseen by the framers of the Constitution 
in leaving these offices vacant, and similar consideration 
of the public inconvenience might lead to the conclusion 
that this was what was intended by the framers of the 
Constitution in using the word ‘session.’ ” 

Mr. King was here reminded that new recess commis 
sions had been issued to these officers in the interval sup- 
posed to have occurred between the.extra and regular 
sesions on Monday, Dec. 7. 

He answered: “I attach no importance to these com- 
missions. In point of fact no recess whatever existed. 
The extra session was continued until the very moment 
of the beginning of the regular session. By no stretch 
of liberality was there a ‘recess of the Senate’ in any 
sense of the term. This very fact, however, would only 
tend to strengthen the view I have just suggested that 
the ‘session,’ that is, ‘sitting,’ of the Senate was continu 
ous from the 9th of November, 1903, until such time as 
they adjourn for the regular session next summer.”

CASES BEFORE THE 

The act of Congress of January 12, 1899, grants 
extra pay to officers and enlisted men of Volunteers 
“hereafter mustered out of the Service,” and the amen- 
atory act of May 26, 1900, providing that the act shal! 
extend to discharged Volunteers who have served 
honestly and faithfully during the War with Spain and 
who have not received the extra pay. In a case before 
the Court of Claims, Dec. 17, the question was argued 
as to whether the widow of an officer who died before 
he became entitled to this pay should be allowed it. It 
is thought that the court will hold that there is as much 
merit in the claims of the officer’s heirs as there would 
be in his own if living, and will allow the claim. Mr. 
Geo. M. Anderson appeared for the Government and 
Mr. Geo. A. King for the claimant. 

On Monday, Dec. 21, Justice Day announced in the 
United States Supreme Court that the decision of the 
Court of Claims was affirmed in the test case of Civil 
Engineer UT. S. G. White, U.S.N., involving the ques 
tion whether the grant of five years’ credit in the Navy 
Personnel Act to officers appointed from civil life was 
intended to operate retrospectively as well as prospec- 
tively. The accounting officers of the Treasury had 
held that it was prospective only and this view was 
taken by the Court of Claims and is now finally pro- 
nounced to be correct. This is a blow to the prospect 
entertained by many of the officers of a liberal amount 
of back pay under this statute. The opinion, giving the 
ground of the decision, has not yet been published. 

The time of the auditor of the Supreme Court, D.C.. 
has been taken up for four days in the consideration of 
the prize case arising out of the battle of Manila Bay. 





COURTS. 
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The most important question was whether the machinery 
forming a part of the plant of the yard and valued at 
about $45,000 is to be included in the condemnation. It 
was contended on behalf of the captors in the opening 
argument by Mr. William B. King that the decision ot 
the Supreme Court embraced all such property. Counsel 
for the United States asserted that certain equipment on 
shore for repairs ought not to be condemned as prize, 
since bounty was awarded for the destruction of the 
yessels to which it belonged. The Government also 
maintained that movable property, which the Spanish 
Government did not care to take away, could not be con- 
demned in prize, since the title to it does not come from 
the capture, so it is asserted, but through the yieiding 
of the rights granted to Spain by the treaty. The total 
amount in dispute is about $250,000, the remainder of 
the claim, approximating $750,000, being conceded. The 
amount to be distributed to the officers and men is es- 
timated at $400,00v. 

The Court of Claims on Monday, Dec. 21, enterea 
judginent in favor of Lieut. Charles T. Beale, 42d U.3. 
Vol. Inf., in the Philippine War, for the amount of two 
months’ pay. No opinion was delivered by the court, 
put its decision on the law and the findings of fact were 
the same as in the Pierson case. The court refused to 
embody in the record the matter asked for by counsel 
for the United States, holding it to be irrelevant matter. 
The case invelves the right of the Volunteers organized 
under the act of March 2, 1899, to two months’ extra 
pay, Which they claim was due them at the time of their 
muster out. The case can not, in the order in which 
cases are called, be argued before the Supreme Court 
until sometime in the term beginning in October, 1904. 
Messrs. King, counsel for some of the parties interested, 
have addressed a letter to the Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral strongly urging upon him the propriety of reinstat- 
ing the Pierson case on the docket so that all the points 
arising may be argued without delay incident to the 
substitution of another test case.

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MR. HOBSON’S NAVAL PROGRAM. 


Che proposition of Richmond Pearson Hobson to ex- 
pend upon the .increase of our Navy, during the nex: 
twenty-one years, an average of $124,000,000 a year 
may seem extravagant and it is not likely to meet wit! 
favor from Congress. At the same time it is based upon 
a sound and statesmanlike consideration of our coming 
possibilities and necessities as a world power. Mr. Hob- 
son’s idea is to start with an expenditure of fifty mil- 
lions and to increase the amount ten millions in each 
year which, he says, would scarcely be in keeping with 
our increase in population and wealth and the increasea 
burden in taxation would not add “one-tenth of one per 
cent. of the tax rate on the American people.” He 
might have added that the prospective decrease in pen- 
sion expenditures, and in the cost of Soldiers’ Homes. 
\| furnish part of the money he asks for. He estimates 
it his program, if carried out, would put us at the 
id of modern navies in about eighteen years. This 
sition he believes belongs to us of right. Aside from our 





ent development “America has greater commercial 
nterests at stake than any other nation in the mighty 
coming market of China and likewise in the coming new 
markets of South America and in the new markets ot 
other undeveloped lands. Thus, as a matter of insurance, 
to protect these vast maritime interest against injury, 
America should have the largest navy in the world.” 
Indeed as is argued, “the true proportion would be more 
uearly maintained if America’s navy approached in size

|! resources and with treaties granting her equal com- 
mercial rights, America cannot permit China to be par- 
tilioned among the various military powers, a proceeding 
that would curtail China’s development and endanger 
America’s right to fair play.” The “yellow peril” alarms 
Mr. Hobson, as it does Lord Wolseley. Not that the yel- 
low men would rise by themselves, but there is great 
danger that they would be marshalled by military white 

en. The United States should forbid the seizure otf 
China, either by a single power or by any number of 
powers, 

“The day is fast approaching,” we are told here, “when 
America must assume the responsibilities of the para- 
mount world power. Moreover, from the nature of things, 
\merica must assume peculiar duties of far reaching 

portance to mankind. America represents the coming 
together of the warring nations of Europe, their recon- 
ciliation for the higher life, for the new era of peace 
and industrialism. Great strides in spiritual progress 
hive been made, till America stands not only as a nation 

peace, a nation of almost unlimited individual liberty, 
but also as an altruistic nation, unique in all the world. 

“Further, America being the one great peace nation, 
\merica should progressively assume the duties of keeper 
of the world’s peace.

“With a navy equal to the combined navies of the 
world, the number of men required for her naval orga- 
nization would only be a negligible handful, and that 
handful would dwell far away on the sea, where it 
could not influence the vast body of our population. No 
navy has ever usurped civil power or overthrown a home 
government. Further, in preventing war, a great navy 
would prevent tendencies to militarism.” 

Such is the argument that in peace will not convince 
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a skeptical and economical Congress, on the eve of a 
presidential election, though its author says: “In the 
course of speeches developing the above arguments, ad- 
ressed to more than five hundred thousand American 
citizens in forty-four States and Territories, I have 
never yet found one citizen, man or woman, who, after 
hearing the arguments, differed as to the conclusion..”

SUBMARINES AND TORPEDOES. 


The New York Tribune calls attention to the views of 
Lieut. John Halligan, jr.y U.S.N., on the subject uf sub- 
marine boats and submarine warfare, which have beeu 
placed before the Navy Department. He declares the 
submarine, when within torpedo range, the superior of 
the battleship, since the battleship is vulnerable to the 
torepdo, the weapon of the submarine. ‘The principal 
quality of the submarine, that of utilizing submergence 
and invisibility, gives the best protection against attack 
Lieutenant Halligan says: 

“The present state of development of the submarine, 
with its automobile torpedo, is such that when the boat 
is submerged and within torpedo range, it must be ad- 
mitted that the disablement or destruction of the battle- 
ship is probable—the degree of probability and the 
amount of damage depending principally upon the num- 
ber of torpedoes that can be discharged by the submar- 
ine, and on her facilities for locating and estimating the 
range of the target. Thus the submarine within the limi- 
tations given above, is eminently successful. In the pres- 
ent phase of submarine boat development, considering 
the varying conditions of distance, state of sea and 
weather, as well as the probable speed and course of 2 
watchful enemy, the power of placing the submarine well 
within the torpedo range constitutes by far the most 
important factor of the problem. Inasmuch as the dif- 
ferent types may be supposed to be armed with the same 
efficient and trustworthy type of torpedo, and as the 
daring and skill of the personnel may be equal for all 
types, it is seen that the true measure of the efficiency 
of any submarine boat is the ability successfully to place 
itself within torpedo range of the enemy. When the 
earnest call for the submarine comes, the final measure 
of the worth of existing types will rest upon their ability 
to attain a position of advantage against the enemy.” 

Lieutenant Halligan says the efficiency of submarine 
boats depends on quick submergence, seaworthiness and 
habitability to enable such a boat to keep the sea for 
long periods unattended. He believes the electric instal- 
lations of the future in these vessels will be less extensive 
than at present and that the logical development of the 
type will be a submersible cruiser of greater size and 
cruising radius, with a surface speed sufficient to enable 
her to run down her prey, and to cruise with a battle 
squadron. 
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SCHOOL OF SUBMARINE DEFENSE. 

In his annual report on the School of Submarine De 
fense at Fort Totten, N.Y., the commandant, Major Ar- 
thur Murray, Art. Corps, U.S.A., noting the fact that 
the student officers at the institution are all graduates 
of the United States Military Academy, who have had 
about ten years’ service in the Artillery, remarks that 
the policy of the War Department in detailing officer= 
of their character and experience to take the course at 
the schcol is thoroughly justified by the importance ol 
the work required of them. With a few such graduates 
in each Artillery district little or no difficulty should bce 
found in adequately and efficiently mining all of ou: 
important harbors in a very short time in case of neces 
sity, provided that the requisite submarine mine materia, 
is on hand. 

Major Murray is deeply impressed with the work per- 
formed by the student officers, the electrician sergeants’ 
class and the Torpedo Company in the joint maneuvers 
at Portland, Me., in 190%.- He says: ‘The practical 
experience gained in this work, which called’ for the rapid 
planting of mines in water from 60 to 120 feet in depth, 
and in a current of about three miles an hour, is con- 
sidered to have been of the greatest possible value to all 
those engaged in the work, and consequently to the 
school, as a matter of instruction and training. More 
than this, the positive knowledge of what may be done 
with mines planted under such circumstances, and the 
coufidence thereby instilled in the minds of all officers o' 
the Army and Navy who saw the mines operated and 
knew of the remarkable success attained with the mines, 
is believed to have been sufficient to amply repay the 
Government for all expenses whatsoever in connection 
with these maneuvers. Certainly no one who saw this 
work, or who knows of these successful results obtained 
with mines in such waters can for a moment question 
the advisability of completing to the minutest detail the 
mining equipment of every important harbor on our en 
tire coast at the earliest possible moment, and of train 
ing the necessary men to plant and operate the mines 
as rapidly as this can possibly be done.” 

It is expected that the five boats for mine work at th 
school authorized by the Secretary of War will be com- 
pleted in the spring of 1904, and it is confidently be- 
lieved that when they are available the instruction in 
submarine mining given at posts now partially supplied 
with a mine equipment will be found still more satistac- 
tory during the next year than it has been during the 
past. It should, however, be clearly and distinctly un- 
derstood that this instruction can never be even approxi- 
mately what it should be until proper buildings and 
other facilities for storing, caring for, handling and 
operating mines are provided at every Artillery post 
whose waters are to be mined, and until the mine equip- 
ment proper of these posts is complete in every detail re- 
lating to at least some part of the tota] number of mines 
called for in the approved projects for the different har- 
bors. 

Major Murray earnestly recommends that the post be 
equipped at the earliest possible moment with the dif- 
ferent electrical appurtenances already installed at other 
Artillery posts; that a correspondence school for enlisted 
men desirous of becoming electriciums or mechanics be 
established in connection with the electrician sergeants’ 
division: that the approved scheme for improving the 
buildings of the post be completed; that the post be pro 
vided with a hospital and a band, and that money be ap- 
propriated for a storehouse, repair shop and cable tank 
and for a model power plant at an estimated cost of 
$70,000. 

Special mention, is made of the excellent instruction 
given during the year by Capt. George F. Landers, Art. 
Corps, U.S.A. 





VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The arrival at Honolulu of the Asiatic Squadron on 
Dec. 16 from Yokohama must be ranked as a remark- 
able achievement. The orders under which Admiral 
Evans was directed to proceed to Honolulu contemplated 
the arrival of the various vessels of the fleet on the 
fifteenth or sixteenth of the present month, and, not- 
withstanding the distance, some 3,700 knots, and the 
vicissitudes of the sea, these seven warships reached 
Honolulu almost exactly according to the program laid 
out by the Navy Department. ‘The performance of the 
battleships Kentucky, Oregon and Wisconsin is said 
to have been without parallel in naval experience, the 
distance covered having been exceeded by few vessels of 
any considerable displacemnt in our Navy or in that 
of any other vation. 

While the purchase of the two Chilian warships, Lib- 
ertad and Constitucion, by the British Government is 
generally approved in England, it is regarded by severa! 
London writers on naval subjects as showing that Great 
Britain has fallen woefully behind-hand in the construc 
tion of naval vessels of the types represented, A writer 
in the London Globe points out that in the last hve 
years Great Britain has put only twelve battleships on 
the stocks as against an equal number by the United 
States and Russia, eleven by Germany and six by France, 
his contention being that to offset foreign construction 
Great Britain’s allotment should have been fifty per cent. 
greater. In so far as this deficiency is offset by the ac- 
quisition of the Chilian ships, the purchase is looked up- 
on as a wise proceeding, although the Hampshire Tele- 
graph deplores the fact thet it will correspondingly di- 
minish the amount of constructive work which the Ad- 
miralty will be able to place with the great shipbuilding 
concerns of England. “However,” says our contenipu- 
ary, “it is only too apparent that our past deficiencies 
in shipbuilding have not been made up, and that neither 
in regard to guns nor to armor protection is the navy 
at this moment adequate to what will be required of it 
in case of emergency.” 

Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, has received a report from 
the civil engineer at the Navy Yard, Pensacola, regard- 
ing the recent accident to the steel floating dock which 
was some time ago taken from Havana to Pensacola 
and reconstructed there. When the wooden floating 
dock was docked in the steel dock the blocking under it 
gave way, resulting in damage to the steel dock which 
it will cost $1,500 to repair. To what extent the wooden 
dock has been damaged the Department has not yet 
learned. Instructions for the immediate repair of the 
damage have been issued. 

The Navy Department is informed by cable of the 
return of the gunboat Machias to Jibutil, there to await 
the arrival of the Skinner expedition, which is now on a 
visit to King Menelek of Abysinnia for, the purpose of 
negotiating a trade treaty with Abysinnia and to invite 
the King to the St. Louis Exposition. 

Rear Admiral Cotton, commanding the European sta- 
tion, cables the Navy Department under date of Decem- 
ber 20 of the arrival at Alexandretta, Syria, of the Sau 
Francisco with the American corsul on board. Consul 
Davis was recently forced to leave Alexandretta on ac- 
count of the indignities offered him by the local authori- 
ties and the San Francisco was ordered to return with 
him to his post and see that he was accorded the proper 
respect. 

The Navy Department is advised of the arrival of the 
gunboat Helena at Neu-Chwang, China, Dec. 21, where 
she has gone into a mud dock for the winter. Other 
movements of the ship reported on Dec. 21 were the fol- 
lowing: The Culgoa, the Scorpion and the Leonidas are 
at Culebra, the Standish is at Annapolis, the Cleveland 
at New York and the Adams at San Diego. The Vil- 
lalobos has left Hankow for Shanghai. The Brutus is 
at Guam, and the Preble and the Paul Jones are at 
Mare Island. The New York and the Bennington have 
left Bremerton for San Francisco, and the Texas has 
left Charieston for Key West. The Whipple, the Trux- 
tun, the Worden, the Lawrence and the Stewart are at 
Port Royal. The Machias has left Perion for Jibutil. 
The San Francisco is at Alexandretta. The Castine 
has left Key West for Colon, and the Baltimore has 
left Key West for Hampton Roads, Va. 

The submarine torpedo boat Moccasin is still aground 
on the shoals near South Currituck, Va., where she 
drifted several weeks since by the breaking of a tow line. 
A wrecking company has two vessels on the spot, and 
anchors have been planted seaward and hawsers run 
from them to the Moccasin, and the men are waiting 
for an east wind. The Moccasin is reported all right. 

The U.S.S. Cleveland, recently commissioned under 
the command of Capt. J. K. Cogswell, arrived at the 
Navy Yard, New York, Dec. 19 from Portsmouth, N.H. 
About two weeks will be spent putting some finishing 
touches on the vessel. She has accommodation for 39 
officers and 281 men. 

The Bureau of Navigation is informed by cable from 
Shanghai of the departure from that port of the gun- 
boat Villalobos for a trip up “the river,” this being the 
usual designation of the great Yang-Tsze. Her desti- 
nation is Hankow, the trip up from that point being 
especially dangerous and difficult for vessels drawing 
over six feet of water. Included in the itinerary of the 
Villalobos is Nankin, Kiukiang and Wuhu, these river 
ports being treaty ports and accessible to foreign vessels. 

The naval station at Guantanamo has been named 
Camp MecCalla, or at least that portion of the station 
embrace’ in the ground covered by the situs of the flag. 

The Sandy Hook pilots have discovered that the dump- 
ing ground which lies about half a mile S.S.W. of the 
Sandy Hook Lightship has formed a shoal there ranging 
about a quarter of a mile in length from N.N.W. to 
8.S8.E, on which there is only six fathoms of water. Aj}) 
steamers are advised to enter and leave port by pas- 
sing to the north of the lightship. 

A collision occurred in the Kast River, New York, off 
the Navy Yard between the U.S. torpedo-boat Winslow. 
in command of Lieut. Charles P. Nelson, en route to 
Newport, and the ferryboat America, the torpedo-boat 
getting decidediy the worst of it. Just who is to blame 
has yet to be officially determined, and accounts of the 
collision differ. One thing is certain, however, and that 
is some one took big chances, and trouble followed. Each 
apparently tried to cross the other’s bow, and the result 
was that h vessels collided. The Witslow struck the 
ferryboat just behind her rudder tearing a hole in the 
hull above the water line more than a foot long. Both 
vessels hung together, and the bow of the Winslow was 
smashed in and bent for some eight feet or more. 
the aid of the Navy tug Powhatan, which at once put 
out from her berth at the yard, and passed a line to the 
stern of the Winslow, the latter’s bow was pulled out of 
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the hull of the America, and she proceeded to the yard. 
Her machinery was not damaged, but her hull will re- 
quire very extensive repairs. 

From the Atlantic, Pacific and Gulf Company, which 
has the contract for building the dry dock at the navy 
yard, Mare Island, the Bureau of Yards and Docks has 
received a request ‘that it be permitted to modify its con- 
tract so as to build the foundations for the dock under 
water, instead of constructing a coffer dam and doing 
the work dry. Several coffer dams have been construct- 
ea and destroyed at great expense to the company, and 
the plea is made that it wil! be almost impossible to 
build a satisfactory coffer dam. A dry dock was built 
in Japan in this way proposed and is said to be satis- 
factory. Rear Admiral Endicott has not yet decided 
what action he will take on the company’s request. 


Capt. John A, B. Smitn U.S.N.; Comdr. James H. 
Perry, U.S.N., and Lieut. Oscar W. Koester, U.S.N., have 
been appointed a board to investigate the damage to the 
cracked engine frames of the battleship Maine, which 
limited the speed of that vessel to 12 knots an hour upon 
the occasion of her recent trip to the Isthmus and re- 
turn. Because of this accident to the Maine, it was 
necessary to order her home from Colon and every ef- 
fort will be made to get her in shape in time for the 
winter maneuvers. The Maine will be repaired at the 
New York yard. It is said at the Navy Department the 
accident is such as might be expected from a ship, the 
machinery of which has not been fully smoothed down. 


In response to a request received by cablegram from 
Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, commanding the naval 
force on the Colon side of the Isthmus, new water con- 
densers will be rushed to the Isthmus within the next 
two weeks for installation on board the cruiser Atlanta. 
The condensers of that vessel are leaking badly and the 
repairs will be made off Colon. 

Upon the recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, Secretary Moody has annulled the 
contract of the Government with the Penn Erecting 
Company of Philadelphia, Pa., for the construction ac 
the navy yard, League Island, of a general store house 
and a pattern shop for the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing at a total cost of $300,000. The Department re- 
ceived information from its officers at the yard several 
days ago that an officer of the company had disappeared 
with $18,000, the last payment made by the Government 
on the work, and the company have gone into the hands 
of a receiver. Ex-Mayor Ashbridge, of Philadelphia, has 
been at the Department in conference with the officials 
on the subject. He is counsel for the Tradesmen’s Trust 
Company, to whom the Government must look for any 
excess of cost which will result from the reletting of the 
contract. The reports received show that the work 
on the pattern shop had been 80 per cent. completed and 
on the storehouse 20 per cent. The Government will 
lose nothing, as the money paid was for work done. 

The New York Tribune reports that an experiment 
to determine whether the crews of submarine torpedo- 
boats could escape from them while the vessel was sub- 
merged, was made recently in Naragansett Bay. The 
submarine Shark, under the command of Lieutenant Nel- 
son, was submerged, and two large dogs un board were 
placed in the torpedo firing tube, one at a time, and 
with a wooden wad behind them were shot into the water. 
Each arose to the surface and swam around as if nothing 
out of the ordinary had happened, satisfying all who 
witnessed the test that the crew could escape in a similar 
manner. 

Chief Machinist John J. Ballinger, who stood number 
one on the eligible list, was this week appointed to fill 
the vacancy existing in the gr — of warrant machinist 
in the Navy. It is hoped by the Navy Department that 
Congress will this session authorize fifty additional war- 
rant machinists, and that all of those still on the eligible 
list will receive appointments. 

It is announced at the Navy Department that the Ben- 
nington will convoy the torpedo destroyers Preble and 
T’aul Jones from San Francisco to the Isthmus. 

Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, has awarded the contract for 
the construction of the naval prison at Portsmouth, N. 
H., to Snare and Triest, of New York, the cost of the 
work to be in the neighborhood of $124,000. 

No further meetings of the General Board of the Na- 
vy will be held until after the holidays, though there will 
be informal conferences of the members regarding the 
Isthmian situation. 

Orders have been issued for the Battleship Squadron, 
now at Culebra, to disperse for the holidays’ among the 
nearby ports on the Porto kican coast. They will re- 
assemble at Culebra about Jan. 1 for the winter maneu- 
vers. The officers and men will have about one week’s 
holiday for Christmas. The South Atlantic Squadron 
will spend this time at Port of Spain, Trinidad, joining 
the Battleship Squadron early in January off Culebra. 

The Supreme Court on Monday, Dec. 21, granted the 
motion to advancé the case of Capt. Charles M. Thomas, 
U.S.N., for hearing in that court, but refused to give it 
any earlier hearing than at the opening of the next 
term, assigning it for the second day of that term, which 
will be Tuesday, Oct. 11, 1904. This, it will be remem- 
bered, is the test case involving the question of the right 
of officers of the Navy to an increase of ten per cent. on 
their pay proper while “serving beyond the limits of the 
States compromising the Union and the Territories of the 
United States contiguous thereto.” The first decision of 
the Court of Claims was adverse to the application ot 
this law to officers of the Navy unless they were on shore 
duty beyond seas. Later on the court, after elaborate 
re-argument, receded from this position. An appeal was 
taken by the Government to the Supreme Court from this 
decision. In addition to the question of the ten per cent. 
increase, this case also involves the following other 
questions of importance to officers of the Navy: 1. The 
proper calculation of the ten per cent. increase; whether 
the Navy ration is repealed by the personnel act or is 
still in force; whether an officer on waiting orders is 
entitled to sea pay or shore pay, and whether an officer 
of the Navy traveling on a merchant steamer is en- 
titled to sea pay or shore pay. The ig roy | holds, for 
instance, that where a captain in the Navy is receiving 
$4,500 a year, composed of the minimum or grade pay 
of u colonel in the Army, >3,500 and longevity increases 
amounting to $1,000, an increase of ten per cent. on his 
“pay proper” would be $350. It is claimed for the offi- 
cers that the calculation should be based upon the entire 
pay received, making a total increase for a year $450, 
and the Court of Claims has so held. This is a question 
‘which affects the Army as well as the Navy. All these 


questions will be considered by the court when the case 
comes on for argument in October.

Capt. C. F. Shoemaker, Chief of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, returned to Washington this week from his ex- 
tended inspection trip of the Service on the Atlantic coast. 
He personally inspected, while gone, every cutter in com- 
mission on the Atlantic. During the trip he went from 
place to place on the cutter Gresham, which he left at 
Norfolk on Dec. 21. The Gresham goes to New York. 
It is understood that Captain Shoemaker will make num- 
erous recommendations to the Secretary of the Treasury 
as a result of his trip, which, if adopted, will be of in- 
calcuable benefit to the Service. 

The Treasury Department will, in a few days, issue 
the plans and specifications for the new cutter which is 
to be built for the Maine coast. Congress made an ap- 
propriation of $200,000 for the construction of this ship, 
and bids are to oe called for next week, probably. 

Reports received at the Treasury Department show that 
the new cutter No, 12, being built at Baltimore, Md., for 
the Philadelphia Station, is one-third completed. The cut- 
ter Mohawk, which was started by the Trigg Company, is 
being completed at Richmond, Va., by the Smith-Court- 
eney Company, and is nearly ready for her dock trial. 

The Treasury Department has directed the commanding 
officer of the Tuscarora at Milwaukee to lay his vessel 
up for the winter. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that the 
Hawaiian Islands must be considered as a part of the 
United States as regards the payment of funeral ex- 
penses of an officer of the Navy who died there. The 
case considered in this connection was that of the late 
l’aym. Stewart Rhodes, who died at Honolulu, and the 
Comptroller was called upon to decide whether or not the 
expenses of his funeral, not exceeding his sea pay for 
ene year, could be defrayed by the Government under 
Article 1262 of the Navy Regulations. He decided in 
the negative. 

The Comptroller bas held that officers of the Navy on 
duty with traveling recruiting parties are not entitled 
to commutation of quarters beyond actual expenses paid 
in accordance with an order of the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

In treating of the subject of the rights of officers of 
the Marine Corps to have their baggage transported at 
Government expense from one shore station to anothe, 
even though the officer has had sea service between the 
times he was stationed at the two shore stations, the 
Comptroller says: “In the case of marine officers there 
may be an interval between the officer's service at one 
shore station and at another shore station during which he 
serves at sea. Under these circumstances I do not think 
he is deprived of the benefit of the allowance given hii 
by the regulation if he requests the transportation of 








his baggage within a reasonable time after entering upon 
duty at the first shore station to which he may be trans- 
ferred from sea duty.” 


INOREASED PAY FOK ARMY BANDS. 


The following report of the General Staff on the 
strength of Army bands and rank and pay of the mu- 
sicians has been submitted to the Secretary of War by 
Lieutenant General Young with his approval : 

“It may be accepted as a fact that the present Army 
bands are not satisfactory in the following particulars : 
‘First: There is a great difficulty in keeping them up to 
their full strength. In the Philippines this is done by 
the enlistment of Filipinos, but in the States there are 
usually numerous and important vacancies in all bands. 
This can only be because a musician can get much bet- 
ter pay in civil life, and the only way to remedy this 
would seem to be to increase the pay so as to make it an 
object to enlist or to re-enlist. In some regiments men 
are detailed from the companies to play instruments in 
the band, the company musicians study music and play 
when they are not needed with their companies, volun- 
teers may play at the concerts, and other methods are 
taken to fill the important vacancies, all of which is ir- 
regular and unsatisfactory. 

“Second. The organization of the band is faulty and 
not in accord with the rest of our military system. The 
Cavalry and Artillery bands have 16 non-commissioned 
officers, 1 cook and 11 privates, and the Infantry and En- 
gineer bands have 15 non-commissioned officers, 1 cook and 
12 privates. Thus the number of non-c ommissioned officers 
is out of all proportion to the number of privates. In 
order to prevent injustice, this necessitates detailing non- 
commissioned officers to act as kitchen, police, room or- 
derly, etc., and also to go on guard as privates when 
necessary to detail bandsmen for guard duty, as was 
sometimes the case in the Philippines. These duties 
should not be performed by non-commissioned officers. 
It is probable that this top-heavy organization was au- 
thorized for the purpose of giving a large number of men 
increased pay, but it would be better to adapt the or- 
ganization to some extent to the Military Academy band 
and have different grades of privates with corresponding 
differences in pay. 

“Third: The quality of the music furnished by the 
majority of military bands is not satisfactory. It is be- 
lieved that this is in a large degree due to the above 
mentioned lack of incentive for good musicians to enlist 
and remain in the Service. In former times, before the 
days of labor unions, military bands were hired to play 
in civil life, and a portion of the money thus obtained 
was paid to the men; for even then it was found impos- 
sible to maintain the bands up to the standard on the 
regular rate of pay. Since then the pay of professional 
musicians has greatly increased and the above source of 
income has almost entirely disappeared, owing to the hos- 
tility of musicians and other unions in civil life. 

“There does not appear to be any valid reason for mak- 
ing the chief musician of the band a commissioned officer 
and there are many reasons why this should not be 
done. * * * It is thought that if any change is made it 
should be in the direction of increased pay and not in in- 
creased rank. 

“As regards the detail of a chief bandmaster at Army 
Headquarters, it does not appear at present that such an 
official is needed. From the best authority obtainable it 
appears that a perfectly balanced military band must 
have at least 33 men in ranks; any less number gives 
an undue preponderance to certain instruments, hence 
an increase to that number is recommended, which, with 
the drum major and cook, would make a total of 35, in- 
stead of 28, as now authorized. It is also evident that 
there is no more use for a chief trumpeter in the Ar- 
tillery and Cavalry bands than there is in the Infantry 
and Engineers, and as his duties in any case may be 
performed by the principal musician, as is now done in 
the Infantry and Engineer bands, it is recommended that 
this grade be abolished. 

“To summarize, the recommendations on the points 
presented by these documents are as follows: Ist. That 
at present no action be taken in regard to the submis- 
sion of musical yyy by musicians and the print- 
ing of the same by the Government Printing Office. 2d. 
That no one be detailed or appointed as Chief Band- 
master at Army Headquarters. 3d. That the chief 
musicians retain their present rank. 

“4th. That the enlisted strength of bands and the rates 
of pay be increased and the organization be changed 
as follows: Bands of Infantry, Engineer, Artillery and 
Cavalry: 1 chief musician, $75 per month; 1 principal 
musician, $36: 1 drum major, $30; 2 sergeants, $30; 4 
corporals, $25: 1 cook, $18; 10 privates, Ist class, $20; 
15 privates, 24 class, $17; total, 35. 

“The increased cost of this proposed organization is 
as follows: Former monthly pay of Engineer and In- 





fantry bands, $472; Cavalry and Artillery bands, $482; 
monthly pay of all bands under pro organization, 
$774.” 

In a memorandum for the Chief of Staff General 


“IL concur in this recommendation for an 
of grades as stated, but do not concur 
with the proposed increase in strength of the bands.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Dec. 22, 1903. 

The date of the graduation of the first class of midship- 
men has been fixed for Feb. 1. The exercises of gradua- 
tion will take place in the new armory and it is expected 
that Secretary of the Navy Moody will be present, de- 
liver the address and hand out the diplomas to the grad- 
uates. There will be no further exercises of any kind 
and the only event of a social nature will be the fare- 
well ball on the same evening given by the class of 195 
to the graduates. Preparations are being made, how- 
ever, to conduct the ball on a large scale. 

Early graduation is not at all pleasing, either to the 
officers attached to the Academy or to the midshipmen 
themselves. These minor objections yield, however, be- 
fore the tact of the urgent need for more naval officers. 
Most of the work of the last term of the graduating 
year consists of practical drilis in what has been taugut 
the midshipmen during the previous three years and 4 
haif of the academic course. This is of immense value 
to the midshipmen, and as practicaly no examinations 
follow the term, the course is not at all irksome. In 
fact it is a period when for the first time during the 
course there is a relaxation from the continual strain 
demanded by the Naval Academy curriculum, 

The contest for the right to carry the brigade colors 
is particularly interesting this year, because there are 
eight competing companies instead of four, as formerly. 
The companies are commanded by the following mid- 
shipmen: Ist, Otterson; 2d, Bassett; 3d, Oak; 4th, Tup- 
per; 5th, Druley; 6th, Dawes; 7th, Howard; 8th, Coburn. 
Just at present the first company is slightly ahead on 
the points scored so far, in great gun practice and foot- 
ball. The 5th company is probably second on account of 
its close showing in the target practice, but it only won a 
few points in football. The 5th company won the highest 
number of points in football, but the scoring was so 
close that it did not win a place over the highest con- 
testants in the gunnery practice. The part taken by the 
members of each company in the different branches will 
be carefully noted until the end of the scholastic year 
und the presentation of the colors to the leading com- 
pany is one of the most interesting ceremonies of gradu- 
ation week.

A meeting of New York National Guard Naval Militia 
officers will be held at the armory of the 12th Regiment 
on the evening of Jan. 23, to form a State Rifle Associa- 
tion, for the purpose of promoting rifle and revolver prac- 
tice. The new association has the approval of Governor 
Odell and Major General Roe and other prominent mili- 
tary men and riflemen, and the membership will include 
active and ex-members of the National Guard and Nuva! 
Militia, and civilians of New York and other States, all 
joining as individuals. The initiation fee will not exceed 
$5, and the yearly dues will not exceed $3. The use of 
Creedmoor Range will be permitted, and it is hoped there 
will be a large attendance at the meeting of the organ- 
ization of the new association, which will have an im- 
portant bearing upon the rifle shooting interests of the 
country. 

Capt. William A. Angus, regimental adjutant of the 
74th N.Y. of Buffalo, was a visitor at the armory of the 
9th Regiment of New York city, on the evening of Dec. 21 
and enjoyed the hospitality of Colonel Morris and officers. 

The challenge trophy, offered for armory rifle shooting 
teams from the several companies in the 9th N.Y., in the 
armory range, has been won by Company A on a score 
of 391. The names of the winning teams with aggregate 
scores are as follows: Private Evans, 47; Private Allen, 
44; Ist Sergeant Harris, 43; Private Ingram, 42; Lieuten- 
ant Brane, 41; Sergeant Redman, 39; Private Blaurock, 38; 
Private Skelly, 35, Private Simmons, 31; and Sergeant 
Archibald, 31. The scores of the companies were C, 389; 
F, 348; D, 345; E, 336; K, 335; G, 331; I, 32; B, 321, and 
H, 293. 

In the opening of the new Williamsburg bridge over the 
East River, New York city, on Dec. 19, portions of the 
National Guard played a prominent part. Squadron A, 
in command of Major O. B. Bridgman, acted as escort to 
Mayor Low. The troops of the squadron were command- 
ed, respectively, by Captains Badgley and Ward and 
Lieutenant Phelps. Troop C, Capt. C. B. Debovise, acted 
as escort to Borough President Swanstrom, of Brooklyn. 
Its platoons were under command of Lieuts. James C. and 
Edward McLeer, Paul Grout and G. J. Morgan, Ist Sergt. 
George H. Weymouth, Sergts. William B. Bryant and 
Edward H. Walker, respectively. The Tist Regiment, in 
command of Col. William G. Bates, was drawn up in line 
on Broome street, near Ludlow street, and presented arms 
as the Mayor and party passed. After Mayor Low made 
his formal speech of acceptance of the bridge, the 2d 
Battery, Capt. David Wilson, fired a salute of fifty guns 
from the Manhattan end of the bridge, and the Ist Bat- 
tery, Capt. Louis Wendel, fired a similar salute from the 
Williamsburg end of the bridge. Both salutes were pro- 
perly timed. The 47th Regiment, in command of Col. 
John G. Eddy, took part in the business men’s parade in 
Williamsburg incident to the ceremonies, Col. E. E. Brit- 
ton, of General McLeer’s staff, being grand marshal. 
This parade also included Troop C and a company of 
U.S. Marines, and all the troops made an impressive ap- 
pearance. 

National Guardsmen of New York lead all the State 
forces in the Union in marksmanship, not only as to num 
bers of qualified shots in the aggregate, but also in the 
more difficult grades of shooting among the sharpshooters. 
There are now four grades of marksmanship. A distin- 
guished expert must make at least 40 points out of a pos- 
sible 60 at 900 and 1,000 yards, and an expert the same at 
700 and 800 yards. A sharpshooter must make 42 points 
out of a possible 50 at 500 and 600 yards, and a marksman 
30 out of 50 points at 200 and 300 yards. The State this 
year, as shown by the official report of Col. N. B. Thrus- 
ton, ordnance officer and inspector of small arms prac- 
tice, has qualified at out-door ranges, 10,520 officers and 
men in rifie shooting in the aggregate among the several 
grades.

Capt. Lloyd England, Art. Corps, U.S.A., in his report 
on the 6th Regiment of Massachusetts, on its tour of 
camp duty at South Framingham last July states that 
the camp was kept in a good sanitary condition, but he 
criticises the untidiness of the conter 
with which each man is provided, and the poor condition 
of the arms. He is of the opinion that the regiment needs 
to be given instruction in the care of the rifie, and that 
company commanders should be held responsible for de- 
terioration. The clothing of the regiment was “good” 
and in some cases “very good,” but he thinks better re- 
sults might be obtained if companies had seven or eight 
uniforms in excess of the maximum to insure better fits 
He states that the value of preliminary exercises and 
drills prescribed in the small arms firing regulations were 
not appreciated in the regiment, although its record on 
the range was “good.” He said the record could be bet- 
tered and ammunition saved by closer study and prac- 
tice of the U.S. Firing Regulations. 

A proposed amendment to the military code 
New York National Guard has been submitted o Con 
E. E. Britton by which all new officers on receipt of their 
commissions shall receive $100 as a uniform allowance. 

Colonel Dougherty, 9th Inf., of Pennsylvania, who was 
one of the officers detailed to attend the Army maneu- 
vers at Fort Riley, Kan., is now engaged in preparing 
his report. Besides reviewing the work of the fourteen 
days and showing how some of the problems were worked 
out, the report will contain a number of recommenda- 
tions. One proposition is to abandon the inspection drill 
and the preparatory drills which precede it and have 
nothing but the muster and inspection of clothing and 
equipment. The time thus gained during the encamp- 
ment Colonel Dougherty proposes to utilize tn problem 
study. He points out that the division of the Pennsyl- 
vania Guard contains as many men as the combined 
forces at Fort Riley, and believes that by dividing it 
into two bodies and -having three or four days 
maneuvers that the ,Guard will witness much improve- 
ment in outpost and ‘extended order work.

The report of Quartermaster General Donnelly, of New 
Jersey for 198 shows that the expense of maintaining 
the Guard are not over the expenses of last year, when 
the total expenditure was $181,000. The department dur- 
ing the year has received from the United States Govern- 
ment 3,750 rifles and 170 carbines. The cost of last 
encampment was $20,000, as compared with $17,697 for that 
of 1902. The report recommends that the system of feed- 
ing the soldiers be changed, that stores be issued to each 
company separately and that the different companies do 
their own cooking and serving. In the last year 6,000 
medals were issued to the Spanish-American War vet- 
erans, and about 450 to New Jersey's first defenders.

THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate on Dec. 17 passed 8S. 1656, appropriating 
$180,000 to enable the Secretary of War, in his discre- 
tion, to purchase about 2,000 acres of land for a military 
post at or near Columbus, O. By Section 2 the act ap- 
proved June 30, 1902, appropriating a sum of money not 
exceeding the proceeds of the sale of Columbus Barracks, 
O., for the purchase of this land, is modified accordingly. 

The Senate has passed S. 39, appropriating $30,000 to 
aid in erecting and completing, on the battlefield of 
Princeton, N.J., a suitable monument, no part of the 
sum appropriated to be available until the Princeton 

tattle Monument Association shall have raised an ad- 
ditional sum of $30,000. 

The Senate on Dec. 18 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing monthly pensions: ‘Twenty-five dollars to the widow 
of 1st Lieut. Oscar I. Converse, 14th U.S. Inf.; $20 and 
$2 for each minor child to the widow of Capt. James 
Madison Cutts, Co. F, 11th U.S. Inf.; $17 to the widow 
of Ist Lieut. John Watt, 16th U.S. Inf.; $30 to the 
widow of Capt. W. Neil Dennison, 2d U.S. Art., and 
$25 to the widow of Ist Lieut. Olof H. Rash, U.S.M.C. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has report- 
ed without amendment S. 970, to authorize the President 
to revoke the order dismissing William T. Godwin, late 
Ist lieutenant, 10th U.S. Inf., and to place him on the 
retired list with the rank of Ist lieutenant. 


BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 2716, Mr. McComas.—To nominate Joseph C. Byron,

S. 2845, Mr. Hale.—To authorize the appointment of 
Ricardo Iglesias, a graduate of the Naval Academy, class 
of 1908, a midshipman in the Navy of the U.S., in the line 
of promotion, to rank at the foot of said class: Provided, 
That the said Iglesias shall, before receiving a commis- 
sion as ensign, become a citizen of the U.S.

The site to be selected by the Secretary of the Navy. 

H.R. 6477, Mr. Curtis.—Granting a service pension of 
$50 per month to all officers and enlisted men of the Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps, both Regular and Volunteer, 
who have been awarded medals of honor. 


H.R. 649, Mr. A, A. Wiley of Alabama (by request).— 


A bill authorizing the construction of such additional 


war vessels as may be necessary to create a Navy ade- 
quate for the purposes of the United States. 

Section 1: Provides for the appropriation of the fol- 
lowing sums annually for the next twenty-one years to 
be expended in the construction of additional war vessels, 
to be laid down during the current fiscal year, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy. In 193-4, fifty 
millions; 1904-5, sixty millions; 196-6, seventy millions; 
1906-7, eighty millions; 1907-8, ninety millions; 1908-9, one 
hundred millions; 1909-10, one hundred and ten millions; 
1910-11, one hundred and twenty millions; 1911-12, one 
hundred and thirty millions; 1912-13, one hundred and 
forty millions; 1913-14, one hundred and fifty millions. 

That the sum of one billion five hundred millions of 
dollars is hereby appropriated out of the moneys in the 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to be expended 
in the construction of additional war vessels, to be laid 
down during the fiscal years of 1915-1916 to 1924-1925 in- 
clusive, one hundred and fifty millions of dollars to be 
available each year. (In all $2,600,000,000). 

Section 2: That the purpose of this aet is to enlarge 
consecutively the Ttinited States Navy and establish its 
supremacy upon the navigable waters of the world, in 
order to promote the welfare and protect the interests, 
and secure the peace of the United States at home and 
abroad, and te advance everywhere the cause of peace 
and justice amongst the nations of the earth. 

Section 3: That the types of vessels and numbers of 
vessels in each type and the characteristics of each 
vessel shall be determined by the President in conference 
with the Secretary of the Navy. 

H.R. 6793, Mr. Foss.—To authorize the Secretary of the 
Navy to certify to the Secretary of the Interior, for 
restoration to the public domain, all reservations which 
are not needed for naval purposes. 


H.R. 6806, Mr. Hull.—To amend the act providing for 
monuments on the battlefield of Gettysburg, by adding 
to the names of batteries therein mentioned Battery E, 
4th U.S. Art. Appropriates $1,500 to carry out the amend- 
ment. 

H.R. 8142, Mr. Williamson.—Entitling veterans of Indian 
wars to admission to Soldiers’ Homes on the same terms 
as veterans of the Civil War. 

H.R. 8337, Mr. Fitzgerald.—To amend section 1395, Re- 
vised Statutes, to read as follows: ‘“‘There shall be in 
the Navy, for the public armed vessels of the U.S., not 
exceeding forty chaplains, who shall be appointed by the 
President with the advice and consent of the Senate.” 

H.R, 8338, Mr. McCreary.—To provide for the improve- 
ment in breeding of horses for general purposes, and 
to enable the United States to procure better remounts 
for the Cavalry and Artillery service. 

The bill directs the Secretary of War “to designate three 
officers of the Regular Army on the retired list from the 
Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry services,’’ who, together 
with twelve practical horse breeders, to be selected by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, shall constitute a commis- 
sion to inspect stallions and mares to be used for breed- 
ing. The President is to designate one member as presi- 
dent of the commission, who is to appoint the secretary, 
to whom a salary of $2,500 is to be paid, the other mem- 
bers of the commission to receive only actual expenses. 
A fee of five dollars is to be charged for registering 
horses and three dollars for mares, the owners agreeing 
that the registered stallions shall serve the registered 
mares for a fee to be fixed by the commission. The coun- 
try is to be divided into five or more geographical dis- 
tricts and registered animals shown at fairs or exhibi- 
tions are to be judged only by judges, who shall be mem- 
bers of the commission created by this bill. 

Sec. 6. That the United States shall have the right to 
call upon the breeders, who shall have taken advantage 
of the provisions of this act to furnish for the use of the 
United States such registered horses, over four and under 
eight years of age (excluding stallions and mares actually 
in use in breeding), as said owners may have in their 
possession when the said call may be made: Provided, 
however, That the United States shall pay to the owner 
for every such horse so taken for public use such sum as 
shall be fair indemnity to the owner for the reasonable 
value of his animal so taken, the commission to be ap- 
pointed under this act, or a committee of three of its 
members, to determine the value of the horse and to 
make award for the payment of the money equivalent 
therefor to the owner by the United States. 

Sec. 8 That the registry fees provided for in Sec. 4 
of this act shall be covered into the Treasury of the 
United States as other miscellaneous revenues.

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ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


A. G. C.—In the Navy lieutenants are paid while’at sea 
$1,800 per year, lieutenants, junior grade, receive $1,500, 
and ensigns, $1,400. 

MAC.—After a rest if the commanding officer wishes 
to continue to drill by the numbers, he should caution his 
men to that effect. Load and fire is part of the manual 
of arms, and does not break the numbers even though 
those movements are not executed in cadence. 

B. G. B. asks: (1). If a sentry is walking his post, and 
two persons are approaching his post together, the senti- 
nel will challenge, ‘‘Halt, who is there?’’ the answer for 
the sentinel is “officer of the day and officer of the 
guard.’’

CAPTAIN SHIPTON ON MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA. 


Capt. James A. Shipton, U.S.A., who was detailed by the 
War Department to inspect the 2d Brigade of Massachu- 
etts militia in camp at South Framingham last summer, 
in his official report criticises the condition of the arms, 
which he says were only in fair condition, and recom- 
mends that with the new rifles more careful attention 
e given to their preservation. 

lie points out many improvements that might be made 
in the drills by successive formation and criticises the 
‘ficers tor appearing on the field in blue shirts with 
sleeves rolled up to the elbow and in other practices popu- 
larly supposed to be characteristic of the “tough ola 
soldier.” He said if the men drilled as well as they 
marched in review nothing more could be expected of 


their drill. , 
The personnel of the brigade, he states, was distinctly 
good, with one or two exceptions, where lack of training 


was evident and the commissioned officers were efficient, 
capable and enthusiastic. Military courtesy among the 
enlisted men, especially in the 8th Infantry and Cavalry. 
where it was most noticeable, was very good. Discipline 
was not enforced according to Regular Army standards, 
but was fairly good in most cases. He criticised the 
troops for lack of discipline after “tattoo” and “taps.” 

As to age and physical qualifications he considered the 
ooeus compared very favorably with those of the Regular 

rmy. 

Captain Shipton goes on to say that | uaee duty was 
only fairly well performed, but improv with each day 
of the camp, and in this respect has a complimentary 
word for the 8th Infantry and Lieut. Col. Fred B. Car- 
penter as instructor, and the Cavalry battalion. 

He said camp sanitation was not good, tent floors were 
too low on the grourd. Water was good, but he criti- 
cised the disposition of the garbage, and recommends 
that a crematory be built before the next encampment. 

He also recommends that encampments be superseded 
by regimental camps on the permanent camp ground, 
under Service conditions, all tentage and other equip- 
ment being issued to the troops; that regiments be reor- 
ganized on geographical lines; that more systemutic theo- 
retical work be given officers and men at home stations;

struction and not sv much to parades and reviews; that 
Regular troops be detailed to attend the State encamp- 
ment, and that a Regular Army officer be ently 
detailed for service and instruction and inspection with 
the M.V.M, 

That if the present campground be retained that the 
sinks be removed to a greater distance from the cook- 
houses; that a sewer system be installed, a new stabie 
at brigade headquarters be built, and what the camp be 
arranged on Kegular Army lines. 

He says greater attention should be paid to neatness 
and uniformity of dress at drills and other exercises and 
the men required to have numbers and letters on their 
caps. 

He considered the brigade non issi d staff of a 
very doubtful advantage. In closing he says the M.V.M. 
is, as a whole, a capable and efficient body of troops 
ready to take the field at short notice under their own 
ofticers, and render excellent service in time of war. 


STATUS OF PORTO RICO REGIMENT. 


The following is the text of the proposed “act creat- 
ing the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry of the United 
States Army,” 8S. 2693, Mr. Clapp: 

Sec. I. Be it enacted, etc., that on and after June 30, 
1944, the present Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of In- 
fantry shall be designated as the Porto Rico Regiment 
of Infantry and shall constitute an Infantry regiment of 
the Regular Army, organized as are the other infantry 
regiments. The enlisted strength thereof shall be com- 
posed as nearly as practicable of natives of Porto Rico. 

Sec. Il. The field officers shall be appointed by the 
President from the Army. The captains, Ist and 24d lieu- 
tenants and assistant surgeons of the present Porto 
Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, who are recom- 
mended by the commanding officer of that regiment, shall 
be commissioned in their respective grades, with their 
rank in that regiment, as officers of the Porto Rico Regi- 
ment of Infantry, and shall have the rank, pay and al- 
lowances of their respective grades in the Regular Army. 

Sec. III. To fill all vacancies which may exist in the 
grades of captain and ist lieutenants in the two bat- 
talions constituting the present Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry, after they are merged into the 
Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry, promotions shall be 
made according to seniority of the Ist and 2d lieutenants 
commissioned from the ‘present Porto Rico Provisional 
Regiment of Infantry. Remaining vacancies shall be 
filled by the President by the appointment of persons 
from the Army, or who were in the military Service of 
the United States during the war with Spain, and who 
are not over forty years of age. 

Sec. IV. After the regiment shall have been fully or- 
gtnized, promotions shall be made as follows: Of the 
field officers according to seniority in the regiment. Va- 
cancies in the grade of major to be filled by the President 
by selection from the captains of the Army until June 30. 
1915. after which date promotions to grade of field Officer 
shall be made according to seniority of the captains in 
the regiment. To fill all vacancies occurring in the grades 
of captain and ist lieutenant promotions shall be made 
according to seniority of Ist and 2d lieutenants in tho 
regiment, subject to such examination to determine their 
| for promotion as may be prescribed by the Presi- 
ent. 

Sec. V. Appointments to fill vacancies occurring in the 
grade of 2d lieutenant shall be made by the President 
from persons from the Army, the Military Academy, or 
from civil life, who have passed the prescribed examina- 
tion for appointment in the Army, and who have been 
specifically recommended by the Examining Board for 
service in this regiment. 

Sec. VI. All appointments provided for by this act 
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shall be made by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

Sec. VII. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby. 
repealed.

KENTUCKY TROOPS AT WEST POINT, KY. 


Col. Roger DL. Williams, of the 24 Regiment of Ken- 
tucky, in a report to Major General Bates, U.S.A., con- 
cerning the participation in the Army maneuvers of the 
2d Regiment (Infantry) Kentucky State Guard at West 
Point, Ky., among other things he says: “There were 
less than a dozen application from the entire regiment 
for furloughs and leaves from the maneuvers and but 
four were granted. A full complement of officers were 
present, and but one officer and two enlisted men weru 
relieved from duty during the entire encampment. This 
in view of the fact that this regiment had been on active 
service in the mountains of Kentucky for four months 
previously was an indication of the intense interest of all 
in the new departure and being in marked cuntrast witu 
interest taken in State encampments that had preceded it. 
This regiment participated in as many, if not more, de- 
tached and’ combined maneuvers than any other militia 
organizations present. In this connection I desire to 
state in these ten days I received more direct benent and 
military knowledge of troops in campaign and warfare 
than I had absorbed in the twenty years of my connection 
with the State militia. Two days of this time I com- 
manded the 4th Brigade, comprising Infantry and Artil- 
lery of the Regular Establishment and militia and had 
most excellent opportunities for familiarizing myself with 
the unwritten laws and customs of the Service. Amon, 
the many benefits derived by officers as seen by me may 
be mentioned those of responsibility, accountability, ad- 
ministration and jurisdiction. Among the enlisted men 
promptness, absolute obedience, military courtesy, and 
above all discipline. One of the greatest advantages de- 
rived was the practical lesson taught each man in caring 
for himself while on the march and in bivouac. The con- 
duct of the men was better than I have ever known it in 
any encampment—not a case of drunkeness, desertion or 
disorderly conduct was reported and but one man ee 
under arrest, that being for an offense committed ‘ore 
departure from home station. The health of the com- 
mand was most excellent, due largely to the frequent and 
thorough inspection of sanitary conditions—not a patient 
was sent to either regimental or division hospitals.. For 
the first and only time in the history of the State Guard 
ot Kentucky, its members were properly and fully 
equipped both as to arms, clothing and accoutrements, 
this being made possible by the provisions of the Dick 
bill. I can not close this report without testifying to the 
universal courtesy of the officers of the Regular Bstab- 
lishment to the officers of the militia, and the willing- 
ness and cheerfulness with which they imparted informa- 
tion so freely sought and taken advantage of.”
